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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  ^he 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  University 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  Queen's  University 
for  the  year  April  1,  1948,  to  March  31,  1949. 

It  was  a  year  of  unusual  activity,  with  a  long  summer  ses¬ 
sion  of  six  months  in  final  year  applied  science,  culminating  in 
a  special  convocation  in  applied  science  October  30th,  1948,  for 
the  men  who  called  themselves  '48  Vz.  There  was  conseqently 
some  overlapping  between  the  special  summer  session  and  the 
regular  winter  session.  In  the  winter  session  of  1948-49  the 
numbers  were  still  very  high — 2900  approximately,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  teaching  loads  were  heavy.  Notwithstanding  this,  it 
has  been  a  very  successful  year. 

The  Board  of  Trustees 

Mr.  D.  D.  Calvin,  who  had  retired  from  the  Board  in  1946, 
died  on  November  3,  1948.  Mr.  Calvin  gave  ten  years  of  service 
to  the  University  as  a  trustee.  He  was  the  author  of  Queen's 
University  at  Kingston  1841-194  L  which  was  published  at  the 
time  of  the  centenary  celebrations  as  the  official  history  of 
Queen's  University.  He  will  long  be  remembered  as  a  man  of 
delicate  perception  and  fine  sensibility,  who  carried  forward  the 
values  of  the  past  into  the  judgments  of  the  present.  In  his  prose 
writings,  whether  historical  or  descriptive,  there  was  a  quality 
of  word  painting  which  gave  special  distinction  to  all  that  he 
wrote.  He  meant  much  to  Queen's. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Campbell,  who  had  resigned  from  the  Board  in 
1946,  died  on  January  1st,  1949  .  He  had  been  a  very  valuable 
member  of  the  Board  for  twenty-one  years,  and  had  been  es¬ 
pecially  helpful  in  all  engineering  problems,  particularly  in  the 
supply  of  heat  and  electricity  to  the  university  buildings.  His 


wise  counsel  was  a  great  asset  to  the  Board.  Dr.  Alexander 
Macphail,  who  died  on  January  13,  1949,  was  elected  to  the 
Board  after  he  retired  from  active  teaching  in  1940.  Ill  health 
prevented  him  from  attending  the  meetings,  but  he  took  a  very 
keen  interest  in  all  that  was  done.  His  mellow  outlook  on  life 
and  his  whimsical  humour  continued  as  an  inspiration  and  a  de¬ 
light  to  his  friends  to  the  end.  He  was  a  great  man.  We  may  not 
see  his  like  again. 

The  following  changes  took  place  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  year.  Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  and 
Mr.  J.  M.  Farrell  were  re-elected  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of 
the  Board  respectively.  The  Board  re-elected  Hon.  Senator  A.  C. 
Hardy,  Mr.  H.  G.  Hilton  and  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan  for  a  further  four 
years,  and  Mr.  M.  N.  Hay  for  a  three-year  term  to  represent  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  and  appointed  Mr.  E.  C.  Gill  to  com¬ 
plete  the  four-year  term  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Meiklejohn.  The  University 
Council  at  its  May  meeting,  1948,  elected  Mr.  N.  B.  MacRostie  to 
the  Trustee  Board  in  place  of  Dr.  D.  H.  Laird  who  had  resigned. 
The  Council  in  the  spring  of  1949,  re-elected  by  accalamation  Mr. 
J.  C.  Macfarlane  and  Mr.  Justice  C.  A.  Cameron.  The  graduates 
by  acclamation  re-elected  Dr.  W.  C.  Clark,  and  elected  Mr.  D.  D. 
Findlay.  The  benefactors  re-elected  by  acclamation  Mr.  T.  A. 
McGinnis  for  a  four  year  term  and  Mr.  A.  E.  MacRae  to  represent 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  for  a  three  year  term.  The  Theo¬ 
logical  College  re-elected  Dr.  G.  A.  Brown  for  a  year. 

The  retiral  of  Dr.  David  H.  Laird  was  a  serious  loss.  He  had 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty  years  and  had  been 
active  in  all  that  was  helpful  to  the  University.  A  very  devoted 
graduate  of  Queen's,  he  gave  exceptional  service  in  connection 
with  investments  in  western  lands.  His  advice  saved  the  Uni¬ 
versity  substantial  funds.  He  was  mainly  responsible  for  the 
issuing  of  the  Macnaughton  volume.  His  help  can  still  be 
counted  on.  The  Board  welcomes  Mr.  E.  C.  Gill,  Mr.  N.  B.  Mac¬ 
Rostie  and  Mr.  D.  D.  Findlay  as  valuable  additions  to  its  mem¬ 
bership. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  met  regularly  on  the  first  Sat¬ 
urday  of  the  month.  It  is  always  a  heartening  thing  to  see  one 
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or  more  of  the  three  out-of-town  members  at  each  meeting.  They 
come  at  considerable  personal  sacrifice,  and  their  presence  and 
advice  mean  much.  Two  very  active  committees  have  been  the 
Building  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  T.  A.  Mc¬ 
Ginnis,  and  the  Central  Endowment  Committee  under  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  Mr.  M.  Neil  Hay.  The  Building  Committee  looked 
after  the  opening  ceremonies  of  McLaughlin  Hall,  after  seeing 
to  it  that  the  building  wTas  ready  for  the  opening  in  adequate 
time.  We  may  depend  on  the  committee  to  ensure  that  the 
Students'  Memorial  Union  will  be  fully  in  order  for  the  opening 
next  October.  Mr.  McGinnis  has  given  generously  of  his  time  to 
this  committee,  and  his  practical  experience  has  been  of  im¬ 
measurable  value.  Mr.  Hay  has  kept  the  Endowment  Committee 
on  high  pitch,  and  has  not  hesitated  to  prod,  when  prodding  was 
necessary.  It  is  a  good  committee,  but  it  would  be  much  less 
effective  without  Mr.  Hay  as  chairman.  It  has  undertaken  a  very 
heavy  piece  of  work,  but  with  the  organization  which  has  now 
been  set  up  it  should  go  far  towards  reaching  its  goal.  We  are 
very  grateful  to  two  busy  men  for  giving  so  much  energy  to  the 
problems  of  the  University. 

It  would  not  be  possible  to  single  out  the  services  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  on  endowment  work  in  the  various  cities  in 
which  they  reside.  They  have  taken  hold,  and  their  influence  is 
invaluable  because  they  know  the  University,  and  because  they 
stand  high  in  their  communities.  They  can  do  great  things  for 
Queen's  in  the  next  two  years.  They  are  doing  it. 

There  is  an  aspect  of  our  situation  at  Queen's  which  has 
given  me  some  concern,  and  which,  I  feel,  must  become  a  con¬ 
cern  of  the  trustees.  The  salary  levels — particularly  for  depart¬ 
mental  heads  and  senior  professors — is  not  such  as  to  attract 
some  of  the  men  whom  we  want  for  Queen's.  That  has  been  my 
experience  in  recent  months  in  particular.  It  is  not  high  enough 
to  hold  some  of  the  men  whom  we  want  to  keep  at  Queen's.  No 
upward  revision  at  the  moment  could  be  met  by  our  present 
revenues.  I  feel  that  one  of  the  urgencies  of  the  situation  is  to 
find  funds — particularly  from  the  annual  contributions  of  alumni 
— such  that  it  is  possible  to  establish  a  higher  maximum  than 
now  obtains,  and  to  do  so  with  the  least  possible  delay.  We 
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must  keep  Queen's  strong  in  men  of  high  scholarship  and  of 
stimulating  ability  as  teachers. 

Staff 

Dr.  Arthur  C.  Neish  died  on  June  5,  1948.  He  had  been  in 
retirement  for  seven  years-  and,  owing  to  ill  health,  he  had  lived 
in  virtual  seclusion.  Dr.  Neish  will  be  gratefully  remembered 
by  successive  generations  of  students  for  his  stimulating  teach¬ 
ing  in  theoretical  and  industrial  chemistry,  and  for  his  keen 
interest  which  followed  them  as  they  went  out  into  life. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  members  of  staff  who 
had  served  Queen's  for  many  years  retired  from  teaching.  Dr. 
P.  G.  C.  Campbell  who  had  been  appointed  in  1902  and  had 
taught  continuously  until  retirement.  In  length  of  service  he 
was  dean.  As  head  of  the  department  of  French  he  will  be 
remembered  for  his  deep  interest  in  his  students  and  his  appreci¬ 
ation  of  beauty,  whether  in  language  or  in  architecture.  His 
experience  and  wisdom  in  faculty  was  a  constant  source  of 
enlightenment  and  of  joy.  Professor  Stanley  N.  Graham  was 
appointed  to  the  department  of  mining  in  1918.  His  prestige  as 
a  mining  engineer  and  his  practical  approach  to  mining  prob¬ 
lems  as  a  teacher  brought  mining  at  Queen's  to  the  forefront, 
and  has  kept  it  in  that  position.  He  made  a  great  contribution 
to  the  prestige  of  his  University.  During  the  year  two  able 
members  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  were  appointed  to  important 
positions  elsewhere.  Dr.  Heinrich  Henel  accepted  a  position  as 
professor  of  German  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Dr.  Henel 
is  a  scholar  of  distinction,  who  maintained  a  high  standard  both 
in  his  teaching  and  in  his  scholarly  activities.  Dr.  Gregory 
Vlastos  was  appointed  to  a  professorship  of  philosophy  in  Cor¬ 
nell  University.  He  was  one  of  the  most  popular  teachers  in 
the  University,  and  was  greatly  sought  after  in  student  gather¬ 
ings  far  and  near. 

These  are  heavy  losses  to  the  University.  Much  time  has 
been  taken  in  finding  adequate  replacements.  Dr.  W.  H.  Evans 
of  the  University  of  Liverpool  has  been  appointed  to  the  head¬ 
ship  of  the  department  of  French  and  Mr.  A.  V.  Corlett  to  the 
headship  of  the  department  of  mining  engineering.  Professor 


Rupert  Lodge,  who  had  retired  from  the  chair  in  the  University 
of  Manitoba,  was  asked  to  act  for  the  year  as  head  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  philosophy  and  psychology  with  Dr.  Philip  in 
charge,  temporarily,  of  the  work  in  psychology,  and  Dr.  Hilda 
Laird  was  asked  to  take  temporary  charge  of  the  department 
of  German.  Final  appointments  will  be  announced  later.  It 
would  seem  advisable  to  separate  the  departments  of  philo¬ 
sophy  and  psychology,  as  the  development  of  both  subjects  has 
gone  forward  on  independent  lines.  This  will  be  done  when 
final  appointments  are  made. 

The  heavy  strains  of  the  war  years  and  the  post  war  influx 
of  students  has  taken  its  toll  in  the  health  of  our  staff.  Too 
many  breakdowns  have  taken  place,  and  several  others  are 
at  the  breaking  point.  Continuous  teaching  throughout  the  year, 
large  classes  and  other  demands  on  time,  have  had  the  effect 
of  wearing  down  even  resistant  constitutions.  It  is  a  relief  to 
look  forward  to  a  time  immediately  ahead  when  conditions  will 
approximate  more  to  normal.  The  senior  years  will  still  be  very 
heavy,  especially  in  applied  science.  But  the  junior  years  will 
be  lighter,  and  the  summer  months  will  be  free  for  investiga¬ 
tion  and  for  study.  It  will  mean  much  to  the  health,  not  only 
of  staff,  but  of  the  University  itself.  For  the  spirit  of  investiga¬ 
tion  has  suffered  during  the  years  of  strain.  It  is  recuperating.

T  eachinq 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  that  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  be  good  teachers.  It  is  not  their  only  responsibility,  for 
a  university  is  established  not  only  to  transmit  knowledge  but 
to  enlarge  the  bounds  of  knowledge.  The  most  stimulating 
teacher  is,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  man  who  is  play¬ 
ing  his  part  in  research  to  discover  new  facts  or  to  establish 
old  truths  in  a  new  setting.  But  the  fact  remains  that  teaching 
is  the  first  service  that  can  be  given  to  the  undergraduate,  and 
that  it  should  be  good  teaching. 

Universities  have  not  the  advantage  that  schools  have  in 
recruiting  members  of  staff  who  have  had  professional  training 
in  the  art  of  teaching.  The  young  man  or  woman  who  goes 
on  to  graduate  work — extending  over  two  or  three  years  after 
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an  honours  degree  has  been  obtained — seeks  a  position  in  a 
university.  He  may  have  had  some  experience  in  demonstrat¬ 
ing  and  but  little  in  lecturing.  It  is  no  easy  matter  for  a  young 
instructor  or  lecturer  to  adjust  himself  to  the  needs  of  a  class. 
Some — a  few — have  a  natural  aptitude.  To  the  majority  success 
can  only  come  through  trial  and  error. 

The  Senate  has  been  giving  thought  to  ways  and  means 
of  assisting  young  teachers.  True,  they  are  on  a  one  or  two 
year  appointment,  and  if  they  prove  to  be  poor  teachers  their 
chance  of  obtaining  permanent  status  is  very  small.  But  some¬ 
thing  can  be  done  during  the  time  in  which  they  are  on  proba¬ 
tion.  Undoubtedly  the  best  assistance  can  be  given  within  each 
department,  by  the  head  and  other  members  of  the  teaching 
staff.  For  much  depends  on  the  material  which  has  to  be  taught. 
Much  has  been  done,  through  conference,  advice,  and  even 
by  a  senior  member  of  staff  sitting  in  at  a  lecture  and  after¬ 
wards  pointing  out  some  of  the  defects  in  method  which  he  has 
observed.  The  committee  has  encouraged  the  departments  to 
do  what  they  can  in  the  ways  that  seem  best  in  the  individual 
case.  The  committee  also  arranged  a  conference  with  the 
junior  teachers,  at  which  some  of  the  more  common  weaknesses 
were  discussed.  Experienced  teachers  gave  their  own  solutions 
to  teaching  problems.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  this 
proved  to  be  helpful,  and  that  some  similar  procedure  might 
be  followed  year  by  year.  It  emphasized  the  fact  that  good 
teaching  is  of  first  importance  in  a  university. 

Convocations  and  Special  Functions 

Because  of  the  large  numbers  in  the  graduating  year,  and 
the  limited  accommodation  in  Grant  Hall,  it  was  necessary  to 
hold  the  spring  graduation  on  May  15th  in  two  sections.  The 
graduating  students  in  applied  science  were  laureated  at  a  con¬ 
vocation  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  those  in  arts,  commerce, 
theology  and  nursing  science  in  the  afternoon  at  3  o'clock.  244 
students  in  applied  science  received  degrees  in  the  forenoon; 
328  students  in  arts,  76  in  commerce.  3  in  theology,  10  in 
nursing  science,  1  diploma  in  public  health  nursing  and  3  the 
M.Sc.  in  medicine  in  the  afternoon.  The  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  on  Rev.  G.  A.  Edmison  and 


Rev.  A.  P.  Menzies,  and  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  Mr.  Graham 
Bertram,  Mr.  L.  W.  Brockington,  Mr.  G.  W.  Mason  and  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam  Fletcher  Shaw  of  Manchester,  England.  Mr.  Graham 
Bertram  spoke  at  the  forenoon  convocation  and  Sir  William 
Fletcher  Shaw  spoke  for  the  honorary  graduates  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  This  plan  of  forenoon  and  afternoon  convocations  worked 
out  well,  and  will  be  carried  on  until  the  graduating  group 
reaches  normal  proportions. 

There  was  no  medical  convocation,  as  the  telescoping  of 
medical  courses  during  the  war,  and  the  extending  to  normal 
routine  in  the  post  war  years,  resulted  in  a  lacking  year.  The 
situation  is  now  normal,  and  there  will  be  a  graduating  year 
in  1949  and  thereafter. 

At  the  regular  autumn  convocation  on  October  9th  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  wTas  conferred  on  Mr.  Archi¬ 
bald  MacLeish,  Dr.  W.  W.  McLaren,  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Southam.  Dr. 
MacLeish  replied  on  behalf  of  the  honorary  graduates.  A  special 
applied  science  convocation  took  place  on  October  30th  in  order 
that  the  final  year  men  who  had  taken  the  six  months  summer 
course  might  receive  their  degrees  before  going  out.  149  men 
came  up  for  graduation.  Mr.  R.  W.  Diamond  and  Mr.  A.  C. 
Monteith,  who  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws, 
spoke  to  the  graduating  students. 

In  connection  with  the  celebrations  of  the  fiftieth  anniver-

sary  of  the  Queen's  Drama  Guild,  a  convocation  was  held  on 
February  19th,  at  which  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
was  conferred  on  Mr.  Raymond  Massey,  who  gave  an  address 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Drama  Guild.  To  celebrate  the  anni¬ 
versary-  a  dinner  took  place  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  Students' 
Memorial  Union,  at  which  the  speakers  were  the  Rector,  Mr. 
Leonard  W.  Brockington,  and  Mr.  Raymond  Massey.  A  fashion 
show  was  presented  in  the  afternoon,  following  the  convoca¬ 
tion,  and  in  the  evening  a  performance  of  The  Vise,  the  winning 
play  in  the  playwriting  competition,  took  place.  A  booklet  was 
issued  in  which  the  history  of  the  guild  over  the  fifty  years  was 
recounted. 

At  the  General  Alumni  Association  meeting  in  connection 
with  the  university  reception  the  Principal  gave  an  address  on 
The  Needs  of  Queen  s. 
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The  Queen's  Theological  Alumni  conference  had  as  the 
Chancellor's  lecturer  Dr.  B.  K.  Sandwell,  who  spoke  on  Christ¬ 
ianity  and  the  Population  Problem.  Other  lecturers  at  the  con¬ 
ference  were  Rev.  W.  H.  Hudspeth,  Dr.  N.  M.  Leckie,  Dr.  A.  R. 
M.  Lower,  Rev.  J.  W.  Patterson,  Dr.  J.  M.  Shaw  and  Rev.  E.  G. 
Turnbull. 

The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  lecturer  was  Dr.  John 
Macmurray,  professor  of  moral  philosophy  at  the  University 
of  Edinburgh.  Dr.  Macmurray  gave  a  series  of  three  lectures 
on  The  Conditions  of  Freedom ,  and  spoke  to  a  large  number  of 
student  clubs  during  his  three  weeks  with  us  at  Queen's.  He 
created  great  interest  among  student  groups,  and  appealed 
both  in  personality  and  in  the  quality  of  his  mind.  This  plan 
is  working  out  very  happily  at  Queen's.  We  look  forward  next 
year  to  the  visit  of  Sir  Richard  Livingstone. 

The  first  two  lectures  in  the  January-February  Monday  even¬ 
ing  series  of  popular  lectures  were  given  by  Dr.  John  Macmur¬ 
ray.  The  series  was  as  follows:  Dr.  Macmurray — Contempor¬ 
ary  Conflicts,  and  Freedom  in  Fellowship,  Dr.  W.  H.  Evans,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  French — The  Grand  Tour.  (The  English  in  France  in  the 
19 th  Century ),  Professor  W.  E.  C.  Harrison,  Canada  and  the 
North  Atlantic  Pact,  and  Dr.  Trevor  Lloyd,  professor  of  geogra¬ 
phy  at  Dartmouth  College — The  Arctic  in  the  Modern  World. 

The  Remembrance  Day  service  again  was  conducted  by 
Rev.  A.  M.  Laverty,  university  chaplain,  and  the  address  was 
given  by  the  Principal.  The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  deliv¬ 
ered  by  Canon  F.  H.  Wilkinson,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Toronto.

The  Alma  Mater  Society  lecturer  was  Mr.  Robertson  Davies, 
who  gave  an  able  exposition  of  the  place  of  Canadian  drama 
as  it  is  to-day. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Rector,  a  Saturday  evening 
dinner  meeting  was  held  at  which  Mr.  Grattan  O'Leary  spoke  to 
men  and  women  students  in  the  Great  Hall  on  Prime  Ministers 
he  had  known.  It  is  planned  that  further  dinner  meetings  of 
this  kind  be  held  in  the  future. 
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In  Convocation  Hall  Dr.  Barker  Fairley  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  lectured  on  Goethe ,  the  Man  and  the  Myth,  and  Hon. 
Francis  M.  Forde,  high  commissioner  for  Australia  in  Canada, 
lectured  on  The  Position  of  Australia  in  the  Current  World  Pic¬ 
ture. 


Very  many  other  visitors  spoke  at  Queen's  University  to 
clubs  and  societies  during  the  year.  The  list  given  herewith 
is  not  a  complete  one,  but  it  is  impressive  in  that  so  many  busy 
men  and  women  are  willing  to  take  time  to  speak  to  the  young 
men  and  women  of  the  University.

Student  Activities 

Student  administration  has  been  almost  completely  in  the 
hands  of  veterans.  They  have  shown  wisdom  and  good  judg¬ 
ment,  an  outcome  of  mature  experience.  It  has  been  a  very 
successful  year.  The  various  functions  have  been  well  carried 
out,  and  on  public  occasions  the  students  have  impressed  their 
audience  with  their  competence  and  effectiveness.  The  presi- 
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dent  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  and  the  president  of  Levana 
have  bo.h  been  of  exceptional  quality,  and  the  students  have 
been  fortunate  in  their  leadership. 

Some  of  the  events  of  the  year  deserve  special  mention. 
The  aquacade  and  the  Queen's  Review  (The  Golden  Years ) 
were  very  fine  performances.  Queen's  won  high  acclaim  by 
the  performance  of  Evangeline  under  the  Glee  Club.  The  music 
was  writ.en  by  Dr.  George,  the  head  of  the  department  of  music, 
and  the  script  by  two  Queen's  students.  It  was  a  first  rate  per¬ 
formance.  The  Drama  Guild  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary 
in  a  series  of  events  which  were  very  effectively  carried  out, 
and  which  were  honoured  by  the  presence  of  Mr.  Raymond 
Massey,  who  made  a  great  contribution  in  his  convocation  ad¬ 
dress.  The  sports  nights  were  successful,  and  the  social  func¬ 
tions  of  the  year  were  carried  through  with  dignity  and  order¬ 
liness. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  by  a  committee  of  the  Alma 
Mater  Society  to  extending  the  medical  services  provided  for  the 
students.  These  services  supply  medical  attention  and  hos¬ 
pitalization,.  but  not  treatment  for  injuries,  surgical  costs,  or 
special  x-ray  treatment.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  student  com¬ 
mittee  to  have  these  additional  services  included,  to  make  pay¬ 
ment  to  the  hospital  on  the  basis  of  itemized  accounts,  and  to 
make  it  possible  for  each  student  to  choose  his  own  physician. 
The  matter  has  been  discussed  by  the  committee  of  the  Senate 
on  medical  services.  On  any  basis  there  is  need  for  a  central 
clearing  office  and  for  a  medical  officer  who  is  available  when 
called  on.  Insurance  companies  have  been  looking  into  the 
situation,  and  will  be  prepared  to  quote  an  overall  figure  of 
costs.  There  is  little  doubt  that  such  a  figure  would  be  much 
greater  than  $4.00  per  year  which  the  students  pay  at  present. 
The  matter  will  be  explored  further  during  the  summer  and  the 
ensuing  session. 

The  Outgoing  Students 

It  is  always  a  matter  of  concern  that  graduating  students 
find  satisfactory  opportunities  for  their  special  abilities  and 
training.  The  employment  service  performs  a  very  helpful 
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function  in  arranging  that  employers  and  students  meet,  in  order 
that  the  best  selections  be  made.  This  is  specially  useful  for 
engineering  and  science  students,  but  commerce  graduates,  and 
in  many  cases  arts  graduates,  find  their  right  place  through  the 
channel  of  the  employment  service.  Employment  conditions  are 
still  good,  and  graduates  are  being  satisfactorily  placed  in 
industry  and  in  business.  A  large  number  of  our  graduates 
go  on  to  postgraduate  work,  and  receive  good  scholarships  from 
other  universities  in  order  to  assist  them  in  further  study.  The 
scholarships  and  fellowships  of  the  Research  Council  of  On¬ 
tario-  the  National  Research  Council  and  the  Defence  Research 
Board  have  been  very  helpful  to  science  students. 

The  assistance  available  in  non-scientific  subjects  is  not  so 
ample  as  in  pure  and  applied  science,  but  is  fortunately  on 
the  increase.  The  newly  established  Beaver  Club  fellowships 
are  a  welcome  addition  to  the  assistance  hitherto  in  the  reach 
of  the  students  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences.  Queen's 
men  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  two  Beaver  Club  awards,  a 
Rhodes  scholarship,  a  Nuffield  fellowship  and  several  teaching 
assistantships  in  the  non-scientific  fields  at  American  universi¬ 
ties. 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  several  of  our  graduates  attend 
international  gatherings  in  the  summer  months,  in  which  world 
problems  are  discussed  and  analysed.  Reports  show  that  they 
play  a  real  part  in  these  meetings,  whether  in  Europe  or  on  this 
continent.  We  have  a  responsibility,  not  in  national  thinking 
only,  but  in  constructive  approach  to  international  issues  as 
well.  We  cannot  take  that  responsibility  lightly.

The  Oxford  Congress 

The  Congress  of  the  Universities  of  the  British  Common¬ 
wealth,  held  at  Oxford  in  July  of  1948,  was  attended  by  dele¬ 
gates  from  practically  every  university  under  the  British  flag. 
Eight  representatives  of  Queen's  University,  including  the 
Rector,  were  at  the  Oxford  meeting,  which  had  been  preceded 
by  a  meeting  of  the  Vice-Chancellors  in  Bristol  in  the  previous 
week.  The  main  purpose  of  the  gathering  was  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  between  the  universities,  and  between  country  and 
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country  through  the  universities.  Considerable  progress  was 
made,  with  the  generous  help  of  the  Nuffield  Foundation  and  the 
British  Council  in  assistance  to  travelling,  to  make  easier  the 
visits  of  members  of  staff  from  country  to  country,  and  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  transfer  of  students  who  desired  to  get  the  experience 
of  other  countries  and  other  universities.  It  is  of  the  essence 
of  the  exchange  that  the  universities  should  have  in  their  budget 
a  sum  which  might  be  used  to  remunerate  the  visiting  member 
of  staff,  or  the  visiting  graduate  student,  for  the  teaching  assist¬ 
ance  that  they  would  give  during  their  stay  at  the  university 
that  they  select  in  their  year,  or  months,  of  exchange.  And  it 
is  not  always  possible  to  arrange  an  adeguate  exchange.  The 
plan  will  work  most  satisfactorily  if  it  is  possible  when  a  suit¬ 
able  lecturer  is  available,  to  offer  him  an  appointment  in  his  own 
subject,  so  that  he  may  give  a  few  lectures  in  a  supernumerary 
capacity  and  have  considerable  time  to  pursue  his  own  investi¬ 
gations. 

There  is  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  staff  and  students 
to  spend  some  time  in  British  universities.  That  is  a  revival  of 
a  tendency  which  the  preoccupations  of  the  war  had  interrupted. 
But  there  is  a  definite  desire  as  well — and  this  is  new — for  British 
teachers  and  students  to  spend  some  time  in  Canada  or  in  the 
other  Dominions.  It  will  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Commonwealth  if  this  bond  between  men  should  be  strength¬ 
ened.  And  it  will  be  all  the  more  advantageous  if  the  universi¬ 
ties  of  the  United  States  are  included  within  the  circle  of  uni¬ 
versity  interchanges.  By  and  large,  we  believe  in  the  same 
ideals — ideals  which  are  being  threatened  by  powerful  move¬ 
ments  afoot  elsewhere.  Together  we  can  do  much  to  proclaim 
the  faith  that  is  in  us. 

The  New  Buildings 

From  time  to  time  a  physical  expansion  of  facilities  is 
necessary  in  any  university.  We  are  at  such  a  time  in  Queen's, 
and  a  rather  active  building  programme  has  been  on  foot,  as 
indeed  has  been  the  case  in  practically  all  other  universities. 
McLaughlin  Hall,  that  generous  gift  both  as  to  building  and 
equipment  from  Mr.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  in  Oshawa,  was  opened 
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in  November  in  a  ceremony  which  was  honoured  by  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin,  and  very  many  of  his  busi¬ 
ness  and  industrial  associates  and  friends.  It  was  a  very  happy 
function.  Thanks  to  Mr.  McLaughlin,  we  have  at  Queen's  a 
building  for  teaching  and  research  in  mechanical  engineering 
which  is  completely  modern,  and  which  will  meet  Queen's  needs 
in  this  field  for  very  many  years  to  come.  The  Students'  Me¬ 
morial  Union  is  progressing  towards  completion,  and  will  be 
opened  with  fitting  ceremony  next  autumn.  It  has  already  been 
used  all  winter  for  dining  purposes  for  men  students,  who  have 
had  some  rooms  available  as  well  for  games  and  recreation. 
The  privileges  accorded  to  the  women  students  to  use  the  coffee 
shop  in  the  basement  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  The  room 
is  in  constant  use  both  by  men  and  by  women.  Even  with  the 
limited  part  of  the  building  as  yet  in  use,  it  has  been  realised 
how  great  an  acquisition  to  the  life  of  the  University  the  Stu¬ 
dents'  Memorial  Union  is  to  be.  It  is  expected  that  when  the 
opening  takes  place  on  some  convenient  Saturday  next  October, 
a  very  large  number  of  alumni  will  come  to  Queen's  to  take 
part  in  this  event. 

The  extension  to  Gordon  Hall,  to  give  space  for  the  greater 
needs  of  chemistry,  and  for  chemical  engineering  now  occupy¬ 
ing  space  in  Ontario  Hall,  will  be  completed  during  the  sum¬ 
mer,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  next  autumn.  Chemistry  has 
been  a  bottleneck  at  Queen's,  because  of  the  restricted  labora¬ 
tory  space  for  students.  With  the  new  wing  in  operation,  chem¬ 
istry  and  chemical  engineering  will  be  satisfactorily  housed 
in  the  one  building,  and  will  have  adequate  space  both  for 
teaching  and  for  research. 

The  expansion  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  the  Administration 
Building  will  not  be  set  on  foot  until  funds  from  the  endowment 
campaign  are  made  available.  Both  expansions  are  greatly 
needed,  the  one  to  look  after  the  housing  and  adequate  meal 
arrangements  for  the  women  students,  the  other  to  give  the 
library  the  space  that  it  needs  when  the  administrative  offices 
can  move  out.  The  extension  of  Douglas  wing  at  the  hospital, 
to  provide  a  floor  for  the  teaching  and  research  needs  of  the 
Medical  Faculty,  has  not  yet  been  proceeded  with.  The  funds 
for  the  one  floor  are  available  from  a  government  grant,  but 
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the  matter  of  construction  has  been  unduly  delayed.  Progress 
is  expected  in  the  near  future.  This  would  mean  much  for  the 
clinical  side  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  we  cannot 
afford  to  have  further  delay  in  this  enterprise,  if  the  standing 
of  our  Medical  School  is  to  be  maintained. 

Endowment  Work 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  winter  session  has  been  taken  up 
in  the  organization  of  the  work  of  the  endowment  campaign  for 
Queen's  University.  The  Trustees  of  the  University  have  given 
much  thought  to  the  financial  position,  as  it  will  be  when  the 
veteran  students  have  completed  their  courses.  The  enrolment 
of  service  men  and  women  increased  the  registration  numbers 
from  a  normal  of  1850  to  3200  in  1947-48,  and  2900  in  1948-49. 
The  anticipated  enrolment  in  1949-50  is  2400,  and  eventually 
the  numbers  will  taper  off  to  probably'  2000  as  the  last  of  the 
veterans  complete  their  courses.  There  have  been  not  only  the 
additional  fees,  because  of  the  veteran  registration,  but  as  well 
the  grants  from  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  directly  to 
the  University  to  assist  in  the  augmenting  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  in  the  purchase  of  materials.  When  the  numbers  fall  to 
normal,  or  to  the  situation  as  it  was  in  1938,  unfortunately  the 
costs  will  not  fall  to  what  they  were  at  that  time.  Salaries  have 
had  to  be  increased,  the  cost  of  labour  is  much  higher,  and 
materials  of  all  kinds  are  greatly  enlarged  over  the  costs  as 
they  were  eleven  years  ago.  The  rate  of  interest  is  lower,  and 
consequently  the  revenue  from  endowment  is  lower.  All  of 
this  means  that  the  University  needs  money  if  it  is  to  function 
even  at  the  1938  level,  and  more  if  it  is  to  go  forward  to  the  new 
needs  of  the  time. 

After  much  consideration  the  Trustees  and  the  Endowment 
Committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  Trustees  established  the 
needs  as  follows:  $1,000,000  to  complete  the  necessary  building 
programme,  $2,000,000  for  endowment  and  $175,000  a  year  for 
maintenance  purposes.  It  was  felt  that  the  last  item — $175,000 
a  year  —  was  a  special  responsibility  of  graduates,  of  whom 
there  are  now  12,000.  The  $3,000,000  of  capital  would  have  to 
be  raised  by  appeal  to  corporations  and  special  names.  It 
was  considered  as  well  that  this  should  be  a  continuous  appeal. 
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not  to  be  concluded  in  a  few  weeks  of  intensive  canvassing.  A 
central  committee  was  set  up  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
Neil  Hay,  operating  under  the  overall  chairmanship  of  the  Chan¬ 
cellor,  and  with  Mr.  Morley  Tillotson  as  director  of  endowment. 
The  central  committee,  meeting  daily,  has  planned  the  detail 
of  the  organization,  has  issued  publicity  material,  has  provided 
speakers  for  alumni  gatherings,  has  assisted  in  canvass  of 
special  names  and  corporations,  and  generally  has  kept  its 
finger  on  the  operations  across  the  whole  country.  But  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  everywhere  put  the  first  responsibility  on  the  local 
organization  in  each  area,  where,  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  alumni  organization,  a  chairman  of  the  campaign  is  set 
up,  and  with  him  a  chairman  of  special  names,  and  a  chairman 
of  graduate  canvass.  Sufficient  canvassers  are  named  to  make 
it  unnecessary  for  any  one  person  to  solicit  more  than  four  or  six 
persons.  In  this  way  no  special  burden  is  placed  on  one  person. 

While  it  is  too  early  to  report  on  results,  it  is  very  gratifying 
to  find  an  enthusiastic  response  on  the  part  of  graduates  to  get 
out  and  help  their  University  at  this  time.  A  special  word  of 
commendation  should  be  given  to  Dr.  Charlotte  Whitton  who 
did  a  great  piece  of  work  in  the  preliminary  organising  of  dis¬ 
tricts. 

In  Conclusion 

May  I  express  my  gratefulness  to  all  who  are  associated 
with  Queen's — trustees,  staff  and  students — for  a  spirit  of  coop¬ 
erative  loyalty  to  the  University  which  makes  administrative 
responsibilities  easy  and  creates  an  atmosphere  of  friendliness 
and  happiness  for  which  one  is  profoundly  grateful.  It  is  not 
unreasonable  to  assume  that  this  spirit  could  only  flourish  if 
there  were  something  very  well  worthwhile  on  which  the  loyalty 
is  based.  When  one  is  near  to  the  picture,  one  sees  blemishes. 
But  it  is  heartening  to  feel  that  these  may  be  only  minor  defects 
in  a  canvas  which  in  its  total  effect  is  noble  and  stimulating. 
There  can  be  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  young  men  and 
women  who  go  out  from  these  halls.  They  will  play  a  worthy 
part  in  Canadian  life.  They  have  already  shown  their  quality.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 


As  shown  by  the  registrar's  report,  the  number  of  students 
was  substantially  lower  in  the  past  year.  The  reduction  was,  of 
course,  mainly  in  the  first  year  and  the  senior  classes  continued 
to  be  abnormally  large.  Here  the  problems  of  instruction  of 
large  numbers  are  more  difficult  and  the  limitations  on  library 
space  more  serious. 

Within  the  faculty  there  is  a  growing  concentration  of 
students  in  the  natural  sciences,  in  economics,  politics,  and 
psychology,  and,  because  it  is  a  compulsory  course,  in  the  in¬ 
troductory  class  in  philosophy.  In  general,  there  appears  to  be 
a  movement  away  from  the  languages.  Whatever  may  be  the 
cause  of  this,  it  is  not  because  students  have  already  acquired  an 
adequate  grasp  of  one  or  more  languages  in  high  school. 

We  are  again  losing  valued  colleagues.  Professor  J.  H. 
Brovedani,  head  of  the  department  of  Spanish,  well  known  to 
generations  of  students,  is  retiring  at  his  own  request  after  34 
year  of  service.  Unusually  gifted  as  a  teacher  of  language, 
he  has  drawn  to  himself  the  warmest  affection  of  students  and 
colleagues.  Professor  G.  B.  Harrison,  who,  as  head  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  English  for  the  past  six  years,  brought  distinction 
as  a  scholar  and  forcefulness  and  perception  as  a  teacher  to  the 
department,  has  resigned  to  take  a  post  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  These  are  losses  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  offset. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  students  have 
conducted  their  affairs  competently  and  responsibly.  The  Arts 
Society  again  organized  an  exhibition  of  paintings  in  Grant  Hall 
at  which  the  Massey  Collection  was  on  view.  The  executive  of 
the  society  is  to  be  greatly  commended  for  its  initiative  and 
imagination.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE 
AND  ADMINISTRATION 


The  Degree  Course 

As  anticipated,  registrations  in  the  school  have  fallen.  The 
total  number  is  298  as  compared  with  431  in  1947-48.  In  con¬ 
trast,  the  graduating  class  of  well  over  100  is  the  largest  to  date 
and  is  to  be  compared  with  classes  of  30  to  40  before  the  war. 
The  problems  of  dealing  with  large  senior  classes  are  very  great 
but  on  the  whole  the  standard  of  instruction  has  been  well  main¬ 
tained.  Fortunately,  employment  prospects  are  still  good  and 
the  large  graduating  class  will  be  well  placed. 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

In  the  correspondence  course  given  by  arrangement  with 
the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario,  the  very  large 
registration  has  again  increased  somewhat.  There  are  1,396 
students  as  compared  with  1,363  in  1947-48.  The  number  of  new 
students  (310)  is  lower  than  last  year  (339),  but  it  will  be 
some  time  before  there  is  a  contraction  in  the  total  number. 

The  conduct  of  this  course,  with  numbers  more  than  three 
times  those  before  the  war,  raises  very  difficult  problems  of  in¬ 
struction  and  administration.  These  will  reguire  careful  con¬ 
sideration  if  anything  like  the  present  number  of  students  is  to 
be  maintained. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Leonard,  C.A.,  has  had  direct  administrative 
charge  of  the  course  and  has  been  most  diligent  and  resourceful 
in  grappling  with  difficult  problems. 

Courses  in  Banking 

Registrations  in  the  fellows'  course  in  banking,  conducted 
by  the  University  for  the  Canadian  Bankers'  Association,  fell  to 
negligible  numbers  during  the  war  and  there  has  not,  as  yet, 
been  any  strong  revival.  New  registrations  (which  provide  for 
two  years'  tuition)  numbered  64  as  against  68  in  the  previous 
year.  Others  entitled  to  tuition  under  their  original  registration, 
or  by  re-registration,  only  number  207.  The  total  number  was  thus 
271  as  compared  with  316  in  the  previous  year. 
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At  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  for  as¬ 
sociates'  and  fellows'  diplomas  in  June,  1948,  and  January,  1949, 
there  were  1,911  papers  written  in  comparison  with  1,492  in  the 
previous  session.  One  hundred  and  fifteen  candidates  quali¬ 
fied  as  associates  and  41  as  fellows.  In  the  previous  session, 
the  corresponding  figures  were  83  and  30. 

Courses  for  the  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost 
Accountants  of  Ontario 

These  courses  in  elementary  and  advanced  accounting  were 
established  in  1943  in  cooperation  with  the  society.  The  num¬ 
bers  in  the  two  courses,  91  and  60,  are  considerably  below  those 
of  the  previous  year. 

Courses  for  the  Association  of  Ontario  Trust  Companies 

These  couses  have  been  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the 
association  since  1946.  The  full  programme  of  six  subjects  is 
now  being  offered.  The  total  number  registered  is  208  as  com¬ 
pared  with  171  in  the  previous  year. 

Department  of  Industrial  Relations 

-Professor  Cameron  and  Professor  C.  H.  Curtis  have  had  an 
active  year.  They  have  again  conducted  a  professional  course  in 
which  33  students  are  registered.  All  of  these  are  graduates. 
There  are,  in  addition,  three  students  in  the  department  work¬ 
ing  for  the  degree  of  M.Com.  Refresher  courses  for  persons  en¬ 
gaged  in  active  industrial-relations  work  have  been  held  and 
wide  contacts  have  been  maintained  with  unions  and  industry. 
Additional  staff  is  needed  so  that  teaching  may  not  crowd  out 
the  research  and  investigation  work  which  should  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  occupation  of  the  department. 

Institute  of  Local  Government 

The  institute  continues  to  act  as  the  secretariat  of  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Association  and  the  Ontario  Chapter,  Municipal 
Finance  Officers  Association.  During  the  past  year  assistance 
was  given  to  the  programme  of  three  county  municipal  organiza- 
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tions.  The  staff  also  assisted  with  instructional  work  in  the  pro- 
vincially  sponsored  training  course  for  recreation  directors  held 
in  Toronto. 

The  mimeographed  surveys  were  made  for  the  benefit  of 
municipalities  relating  to  special  problems  and  a  revised  edition 
of  the  Municipal  Council  and  Councillor  was  published. 

Negotiations  were  carried  out  with  various  municipal 
organizations  with  the  aim  of  devising  a  plan  to  meet  the  crying 
need  for  technical  study  material  for  those  employed  in 
municipal  service. 

General 

The  administration  of  the  correspondence  courses  continues 
to  place  great  strain  on  the  office  for  whose  loyalty  and  willing¬ 
ness  I  am  profoundly  thankful.  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Keenan  and 
Mr.  W.  G.  Leonard,  C.A.,  have  been  towers  of  strength.  It  is 
a  great  regret  that  Mrs.  Clark  is  resigning  shortly.  She  has  our 
warmest  thanks  for  four  years  of  cheerful  efficiency  and  the  best 
wishes  of  all  the  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 


The  academic  year  1948-49  is  the  last  in  which  a  summer 
session  for  veterans  will  be  needed.  The  class  of  481/2,  140  strong, 
completed  their  senior  year  work  between  April  1st  and  October 
15th  and  were  graduated  by  special  convocation  on  October 
30th.  This  group  of  men,  nearly  all  veterans,  were  guite  ma¬ 
ture  and  on  the  whole  were  a  particularly  fine  group.  Already 
we  hear  very  encouraging  comments  on  their  progress  in  their 
profession. 

The  winter  session  has  been  a  busy  one.  The  total  enrol¬ 
ment  has  dropped  slightly  from  last  year,  mainly  because  the 
freshman  year  was  reduced  to  about  220.  However,  the  other 
three  years  are  large  and  it  will  be  the  spring  of  1951  before  the 
present  second  year  graduates.  The  end  of  the  full  summer 
sessions  will  bring  a  welcome  relief  to  the  steady  twelve  months' 
pull  through  which  we  have  been  passing.  Looking  back  over 
it,  however,  we  feel  that  the  work  done  in  quantity  and  quality 
was  well  worth  the  effort.. 

In  the  near  future,  say  another  two  years,  we  shall  probably 
have  an  enrolment  in  applied  science  of  about  600-650  as  we 
had  in  1938-39. 

With  the  change  from  war  conditions  there  will  probably 
be  found  a  different  pattern  in  our  undergraduate  student  body. 
Before  the  war,  McMaster  University  carried  out  the  first  year 
work  in  applied  science  and  their  men  came  to  us  for  the  rest 
of  their  course,  possibly  six  or  eight  each  year.  Now  we  find 
a  junior  college  at  Port  Arthur  under  the  auspices  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education,  which  is  doing  first  year  work  and  will  send 
some  men  to  us.  Carleton  College  and  the  University  of  Ottawa 
are  both  doing  the  first  two  years  of  the  engineering  course  and 
their  men  must  enter  the  third  year  of  other  universities  for  their 
degrees.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  as  funds  become  available,  some 
of  these  institutions  will  offer  a  full  four  years  course. 

In  any  case  they  do  compete  with  us  for  students  and  uti- 
mately  our  existence  may  well  be  challenged.  This  faculty 
feels  strongly  that  this  condition  should  be  recognized  and  steps 
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taken  to  meet  it.  The  best  defence,  we  feel,  is  to  maintain,  or 
rather  raise,  our  standards,  since  a  static  defence  is  only  a 
delaying  action  at  best.  Our  staff  must  be  maintained  and, 
where  possible,  the  assistance  of  technicians  provided  to  care 
for  apparatus  and  equipment.  Some  help  has  already  been 
given  in  this  direction  with  encouraging  results. 

The  magnificent  building  for  mechanical  engineering  given 
by  Mr.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  and  accepted  by  the  Chancellor  at  the 
delightful  ceremony  last  autumn,  puts  Queen's  in  an  enviable 
position  in  this  field.  The  new  wing  on  the  chemistry  building, 
besides  affording  more  room  for  inadequately  housed  branches 
of  pure  chemistry,  will  give  greatly  enlarged  quarters  for  chem¬ 
ical  engineering  which  has  been  badly  cramped.  This  building 
is  the  gift  to  Queen's  of  the  Provincial  Government. 

As  chemical  engineering  moves  from  Ontario  Hall,  more 
space  will  become  available  for  physics.  This  department  also 
will  operate  the  new  synchrotron  now  constructed  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Electric  Company,  which  will  be  placed  in  an  underground 
concrete  chamber  just  to  the  north  of  Ontario  Hall. 

The  space  occupied  by  mechanical  engineering  in  Fleming 
Hall  previous  to  moving  to  McLaughlin  Hall  has  been  turned 
over  to  electrical  engineering,  which  like  all  other  departments 
has  grown  to  the  capacity  of  its  home. 

Mining  engineering  in  Nicol  Hall  will  require  further  space 
for  laboratory  work  and  model  demonstration.  Space  for  a  soil 
mechanics  laboratory  near  Carruthers  Hall  is  needed.  At  pre¬ 
sent  work  is  done  in  the  sanitary  laboratory  at  the  waterfront 
and  any  strength  measurements  must  be  made  at  Carruthers 
Hall. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  only  one  change 
in  staff  to  report.  Professor  Corlett  has  taken  over  the  chair 
of  mining  engineering  in  a  most  acceptable  manner  and  already 
has  made  his  influence  felt  in  the  faculty  in  a  most  helpful  way. 

Leaving  us  this  year  is  Professor  L.  F.  Grant,  a  former  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  R.M.C.  staff  and  later  General  Staff  Officer  of  Military 
District  No.  3,  who  on  leaving  the  army  came  to  help  us  in  the 
department  of  civil  engineering.  Prof.  Grant  has  done  a  splendid 
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job  for  us  and  won  the  warmest  regard  of  students  and  staff. 

I  would  now  express  our  thanks  to  him  for  all  he  has  done  to 
help  us  in  the  academic  and  professional  field,  for  he  has 
brought  high  honour  to  us  in  that  in  1947-48  he  was  president  of 
the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada — an  office  he  filled  with 
great  distinction. 

As  usual  the  various  student  organizations  have  had  a  busy 
session.  The  individual  clubs  have  held  a  great  many  meet¬ 
ings  with  visiting  lecturers  on  all  phases  of  engineering.  In 
fact  the  solicitude  with  which  these  groups  pursued  and  cap¬ 
tured  a  lecturer,  arranged  times  and  places  of  meeting  and  then, 
an  even  more  difficult  task,  tried  to  collect  an  audience,  is  quite 
amazing. 

The  weight  of  undergraduate  instruction  has  diminished 
in  the  first  two  years  but  is  still  at  a  peak  in  the  third  and  fourth 
,  years.  Further  to  increase  the  load  on  the  instructors  in  these 
years  is  the  current  demand  for  graduate  work  in  all  fields.  It 
seems  reasonable  that  this  demand  will  increase  considerably 
and  to  cope  with  it,  aid  must  be  given  to  senior  staff  members 
who  have  to  direct  it.  The  standing  accorded  our  Master's 
degree  is  high  and  we  must  make  sure  it  continues  so. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  our  staff  for 
their  assistance  throughout  a  very  strenuous  year's  work,  and 
also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindly  cooperation  of  the 
executives  of  the  Engineering  Society  for  '48  Vz  under  Mr.  K.  L. 
Coupland  and  for  '49  under  Mr.  N.  D.  Simmons.

The  number  admitted  to  each  first  year  has  been  kept  at  a 
level  higher  than  that  previously  considered  normal  but  as  clin¬ 
ical  facilities  have  also  developed  it  should  be  possible  by  care¬ 
ful  provision  of  staff  and  equipment  to  maintain  effective 
standards  of  teaching. 


The  report  is  necessarily  compiled  to  some  extent  at  second 
hand  in  view  of  the  fact  that  for  the  first  four  and  a  half  months 
I  was  on  leave  of  absence  overseas.  During  that  period  faculty 
administration  fell  mainly  on  the  secretary.  Dr.  John  Orr,  who 
had  unfailing  and  valuable  support  from  the  Principal.  Illness 
has  further  dealt  harshly  with  the  faculty  which  is  at  present 
without  the  services  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  of  medicine 
and  pharmacology.  Despite  additional  assistance,  these  mis¬ 
fortunes  have  inevitably  restricted  the  scope  and  work  of  the 
active  staff.  Nevertheless  it  has  been  possible  to  undertake  a 
deal  of  work  in  certain  departments  at  postgraduate  level  and 
this  phase  of  university  activity  has  been  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained. 
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Staff  Changes 

Staff  changes  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  Principal's  own 
report. 

Curriculum 

At  the  outset  of  the  session  there  was  inaugurated  the  long 
considered  and  carefully  planned  scheme  for  utilising  in  final 
year  teaching  the  facilities  of  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital.  The 
plan  involves  splitting  the  sixth  year  into  two  sections  each  of 
which  in  succession  is  accommodated  in  Ottawa  while  under 
clinical  instruction  in  and  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Ottawa 
Civic  Hospital.  Dr.  J.  E.  Plunkett  who  accepted  responsibility 
under  the  department  of  medicine  acted  also  as  principal  repre- 
sentative  in  Ottawa  of  the  faculty.  Associated  with  him  were 
Dr.  C.  W.  Kelley  in  surgery.  Dr.  George  Hooper  in  gynaecology 
and  Dr.  R.  E.  D.  Cargill  in  obstetrics.  They  had  the  assistance 
of  a  large  number  of  colleagues  and  it  is  apparent  that  the 
course  established  was  thoroughly  well  organized  and  most 
satisfactorily  arranged.  Despite  difficulties  inherent  in  the  early 
stages  of  such  an  ambitious  scheme  it  must  on  the  showing  be 
considered  a  success. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Jones  has  reported  on  the  Post-Graduate  Course 
held  in  September.  It  was  designed  in  the  interests  of  general 
practitioners  and  was  arranged  in  periods  of  two  days  devoted 
in  succession  to  obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  to  medicine  and 
to  surgery.  The  main  responsibility  rested  with  the  members 
of  the  faculty  departments  but  visiting  speakers  contributed  in 
the  persons  of  Professor  B.  P.  Watson  of  New  York,  Dr.  C.  H. 
Doan,  Dean  of  Ohio  State  College  of  Medicine,  Dr.  Willard  O. 
Thompson,  Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Illinois, 
and  Dr.  T.  H.  Seldon  of  the  Division  of  Anaesthesia  of  the  Mayo 
Clinic.  Applications  exceeded  the  limits  set  by  the  committee 
responsible  and  the  total  registration  amounted  to  98.  From 
comments  made  and  criticisms  invited  it  is  evident  that  the 
course  fulfilled  its  purpose  most  satisfactorily.  The  policy  of 
providing  annually  a  course  of  this  type  has  been  established.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

It  is  a  pleasurre  to  submit  the  report  for  this  school  for 
the  1948-49  session. 

This  year  has  seen  further  satisfactory  development  in  the 
school.  No  great  changes  have  been  instituted,  no  major  prob¬ 
lems  solved  but  general  growth  is  recognized. 

The  fifth  year  students  in  teaching  and  supervision  have 
had  more  practice  in  teaching  lectures  this  year  as  we  have 
used  classes  in  both  Brockville  and  Belleville  General  Hospitals 
as  well  as  the  local  Kingston  hospitals.  This  has  provided  extra 
opportunity  to  discover  individual  student  needs  and  to  make 
arrangements  to  meet  them  in  the  concentrated  month  of  field 
experience  following  examinations. 

Three  students  in  the  fifth  year  of  public  health  nursing  have 
scholarships  from  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  and  have 
proved  very  worthwhile  to  date. 

• 

This  year  for  the  first  time  we  had  students  leave  the  course; 
one  left  the  public  health  course  during  her  period  of  field  ob¬ 
servation  and  one  left  teaching  and  supervision  at  the  close  of 
the  second  week  of  the  term. 

First  year  students  registered,  as  planned,  at  the  same  time 
as  the  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Science.  This  was  a  distinct 
advantage  over  previous  years.  During  the  weeks  prior  to  the 
opening  of  arts  classes  these  students  were  kept  very  busy. 
Science  English  lectures  had  begun  but  in  addition  the  students 
were  introduced  to  all  the  local  hospitals,  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment,  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  local  dairies,  laundries, 
as  well  as  being  given  an  introduction  to,  and  a  tour  of,  the 
Douglas  Library  by  Mr.  Gundy.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  all 
the  administrators  of  the  firms  and  hospitals  and  all  other  in¬ 
dividuals  who  so  kindly  assist  us  in  giving  to  the  students  a 
properly  balanced  picture  of  community  life  as  well  as  op¬ 
portunity  to  practise  for  their  future  positions. 
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The  greater  number  of  our  graduates  are  married  but  those 
who  have  continued  to  work  in  the  field  seem  to  be  happy  and 
we  have  received  very  satisfactory  reports  on  their  ability. 

Once  again  the  School  of  Nursing  held  one  formal  function, 
a  dinner  at  the  LaSalle  Hotel.  At  this  date  the  members  of  the 
school  are  now  considering  a  project,  the  proceeds  from  which 
are  to  swell  the  Ban  Righ  building  fund.

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REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  report  for  1948-49. 

Firstly,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Principal  and  Board  of  Trustees 
for  granting  me  leave  of  absence  from  the  1948  summer  school 
in  order  that  I  might  fulfil  obligations  in  Europe  in  connection 
with  the  I.F.U.W.  This  also  enabled  me  to  participate  in  the 
I.S.S.  seminar  in  Germany,  the  Congress  of  Commonwealth  Uni¬ 
versities  in  Oxford,  and  the  International  Astronomical  Congress 
in  Zurich.  Secondly,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr. 
Mary  Winspear  who  assumed  the  position  of  acting  dean  of 
women  during  the  summer  school,  and  to  all  members  of  the 
Ban  Righ  staff  and  arts  office  who  met  the  many  requirements  so 
efficiently  during  my  absence. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  and  all  five  campus  residences  were  filled 
from  July  4  to  August  19.  One  La  Salle  residence  was  also  re¬ 
quired  and  the  second  one  was  partially  occupied  by  students 
on  the  special  short  courses. 

During  this  1948-49  winter  session  506  women  are  registered 
in  three  faculties,  in  commerce,  in  physical  and  health  educa¬ 
tion,  in  nursing  science  and  in  the  graduate  school.  There  are 
165  residing  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  the  five  houses,  95  at  LaSalle 
annexes,  22  at  Boucher  House,  49  in  their  own  homes  in  Kings¬ 
ton,  and  175  in  private  homes,  lodgings  or  temporary  apart¬ 
ments.  The  dining  facilities  at  Ban  Righ  Hall  have  been  taxed 
to  accommodate  more  than  300  students  in  two  sittings. 

I  pay  tribute  to  the  interest  and  helpfulness  of  the  university 
medical  officer  in  all  our  health  problems;  to  our  resident  nurse. 
Miss  Anna  M.  Sundberg  who  has  done  a  fine  preventive  and 
remedial  job  for  all  those  who  come  in  and  out  of  Ban  Righ  Hall 
daily;  and  to  the  members  of  the  Ban  Righ  Board  who  con¬ 
tribute  much  in  time  and  thought  to  the  problems  of  residence 
facilities. 

The  overseas  guest  scholar  at  Ban  Righ  Hall  this  session 
has  been  Irmy  Bronkkhuyzen  whose  resistance  work  and  im¬ 
prisonment  during  the  occupation  of  Holland  were  followed  by 
two  years  at  Amsterdam  University.  She  addressed  the  Levana 
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Society  very  effectively  in  the  autumn  and  has  become  well 
known  on  the  campus. 

The  coffee  shop  in  the  Union,  open  to  all  members  of  the 
University,  has  proved  to  be  a  much  needed  and  greatly  ap¬ 
preciated  meeting  place;  and  the  special  Great  Hall  banquets 
attended  by  both  men  and  women  have  been  outstanding 
events. 

The  Levana  Society  celebrated  its  60th  anniversary  this 
season  and  produced  an  admirable  issue  of  the  Journal.  Every¬ 
one  concerned  to  see  greater  residential  facilities  for  women  will 
follow  the  progress  of  the  university  financial  campaign  with 
intense  interest.  The  diverse  and  manifold,  uses  of  campus-wide 
significance  to  which  Ban  Righ  Hall  is  put  are  probably  only 
faintly  realized  by  anyone  not  living  within  its  walls.  The  Le¬ 
vana  Society  voted  to  increase  the  annual  contribution  to  the 
building  fund  from  $3.00  to  $8.00  per  student. 

At  the  request  of  the  University,  conferences  were  accom¬ 
modated  as  follows:  Sept.  16-18,  Seminar  of  Textile  Technical 
Associations  of  Canada:  LaSalle  annexes  8  and  9.  Sept.  20-22, 
Ontario  Municipal  Association:  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  five  campus 
houses.  Dec.  28-31,  Rural  Youth  Conference:  Muir  House. 

To  all  my  associates,  student  wardens  and  staff,  Ban  Righ 
House  Council  and  Levana  executive,  and  to  the  university 
chaplain,  I  express  my  indebtedness  and  gratitude.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  1948 


Registration .  Figures  for  a  five-year  period  are  as  follows: 

1944  1945  1946  1947  1948 

420  466  557  588  565 

It  is  significant  that  the  1948  registration  declined  only  slightly 
in  spite  of  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  D.V.A. 
students.  The  number  of  students  from  our  regular  constituency- 
therefore,  actually  increased.  There  were  87  students  who  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  only. 

Academic  Classes.  Several  courses  were  given  two  hours  per 
day,  without  previous  extramural  work.  Effective  as  this  plan 
is,  it  would  appear  that  it  should  not  be  further  extended.  A 
questionnaire,  prepared  jointly  by  a  committee  of  students 
under  Mr.  Peter  Torrance  and  officers  of  the  Summer  School, 
elicited  some  useful  opinions  on  administration.  A  proposal 
regarding  a  change  in  the  time  of  summer  school  examinations 
was  voted  down  by  a  decisive  majority.

School  of  English.  Professor  Alexander's  report  follows: 

The  School  of  English  was  held  from  July  12-August  19  with 
54  students  in  attendance.  The  course  was  conducted  by  Pro¬

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Stewart,  B.A.,  Miss  Kathleen  Elliot,  P.  V.  Alexander,  B.A.,  G.  W. 
E.  McElroy,  B.A.,  M.  Roth,  B.A.,  L.  H.  Thornton.  Scholarships  of 
the  value  of  $75  each  were  awarded  to  Pauline  Lacasse,  Lau¬ 
rence  Menard  and  Charles-Augustin  Habel,  with  Gaetane  Dion 
and  Franchise  Becotte  as  runners-up. 

Professor  Alexander  deserves  the  warmest  congratulations  for 
his  successful  administration  of  this  project,  and  for  his  per¬ 
sonal  interest  in  the  members  of  the  school. 

Radio  Institute.  Professor  Angus  reports  as  follows: 

The  fourth  annual  Summer  Radio  Institute,  with  facilities 
improved  and  with  the  usual  competent  staff  from  professional 
radio,  offered  its  practical  course. 

Fine  Arts.  Public  offerings  were  as  follows:  Glee  Club  con¬ 
cert,  assisted  by  Miss  Carolyn  Gundy;  orchestra  concert,  as¬ 
sisted  by  members  of  the  ballet;  organ  recital  by  Prof.  Reymes- 
King,  assisted  by  the  Glee  Club  under  Mr.  J.  L.  MacDowell,  in 
St.  George's  Cathedral;  an  evening  of  ballet,  and  an  afternoon 
lecture-recital;  two  effective  Canadian  three-act  plays,  Jupiter 
in  Retreat  by  Janet  McPhee  and  Herbert  Whittaker,  and  The 
Bridge  by  Joseph  Schull  (first  performance  anywhere);  two 
exhibitions  of  painting,  one  by  the  instructors  and  one  by  sum¬ 
mer  school  students. 

Recommendations  for  the  School  of  Fine  Arts: 

1.  A  'workshop'  in  organization  and  direction  of  glee-clubs; 

2.  Reorganization  of  children's  classes  in  ballet,  to  put  them 
on  a  regular  footing  as  courses; 

3.  An  elementary  studio  in  painting  for  beginning  students, 
to  be  housed  in  a  drafting  room,  and  the  additional  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  student-instructor  to  assist  in  the  element¬ 
ary  work. 

M.  Jean  Mouton,  French  cultural  adviser  in  Canada,  gave 
an  interesting  illustrated  lecture  in  French  on  French  Peasantry 
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in  Art.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  French  Embassy  in  Ottawa  and 
to  Prof.  M.  Tirol  who  jointly  arranged  this  visit. 

Mr.  Howard  Stutt  handled  in  a  capable  and  gracious  man¬ 
ner  his  complex  duties  as  president  of  the  Q.S.S.A.  Miss 
Healey's  absence  was  a  severe  blow,  but  her  assistants  in  the 
department  of  extension  were  unstinting  in  their  efforts  to  repair 
the  damage.  It  would  be  difficult  to  make  adeguate  acknow¬ 
ledgment  of  Mr.  Hutton's  unflagging  zeal  and  generous  coopera¬ 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 


Extramural  Registrations 

A  total  of  1372  registrations  during  the  year  1948-49  repre¬ 
sents  an  increase  of  92  over  the  year  1947-48.  But  we  have  no 
reason  to  think  that  there  is  any  significance  in  this.  It  would 
be  unwise  to  conclude  that  it  indicates  a  trend. 

Approximately  80%  of  extramural  students  are  elementary 
teachers,  and  about  2/3  of  those  students  come  from  this  prov¬ 
ince.  Registrations  rise  or  fall  with  departmental  regulations 
governing  teaching  certificates.  University  work  is  no  longer 
compulsory  to  raise  an  interim  first  to  a  permanent  first  class 
certificate  in  Ontario.  And  in  September  of  1949  students  will 
be  admitted  to  our  provincial  normal  schools  with  five  papers 
of  Grade  XIII,  a  definite  lowering  of  standards  apparently  dic¬ 
tated  by  the  serious  shortage  of  elementary  teachers.  The 
effect  on  extramural  registrations  may  be  considerable. 

On  the  other  hand,  Queen's  is  serving  an  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  Alberta  teachers  who  are  working  towards  the  Bachelor 
of  Education  degree  at  their  own  provincial  university.  They 
are  permitted  to  take  a  few  of  our  correspondence  courses.  Our 
Alberta  registration  was  160.  as  compared  with  97  in  1947-48. 
It  is  a  great  privilege  to  serve  these  students. 

Correspondence  Courses 

It  would  be  easy  in  an  annual  report  to  make  much  of  a 
few  improvements  in  correspondence  courses,  the  most  import¬ 
ant  responsibility  of  this  department.  But  I  shall  not  pretend 
to  be  satisfied  with  them.  We  must  do  more  in  the  way  of 
making  checks  on  students'  progress,  in  helpful  supervision  of 
tutors  and  in  regular  revision  of  outlines.  I  am  more  pleased 
with  tutors'  work  now  than  I  have  been  at  any  time  in  the  past 
three  years  but  there  is  great  room  for  improvement. 

Administrative  Changes 

A  tremendous  amount  of  administrative  work  is  done  by 
this  department  in  connection  with  university  examinations. 
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particularly  those  in  the  fall,  when  students  in  arts,  science  and 
medicine  are  writing  supplemental  from  Mexico  City  to  the 
Yukon.  I  have  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  three 
faculties  and  those  recommendations  have  now  been  accepted. 
By  moving  forward  the  date  for  applying  for  fall  supplemental, 
by  establishing  a  cut-off  date,  by  imposing  several  special  fees 
and  by  cutting  down  our  number  of  outside  examination  centres, 
we  should  improve  the  system  considerably.  We  should  also 
reduce  the  terrific  examination  pressure  on  this  department  at  a 
time  when  it  should  be  concerned  chiefly  with  its  own  winter 
registrations. 

Extension  Tutorial  Classes 

Extension  tutorial  classes  have  been  held  this  year  at  Fort 
William,  Peterborough,  Belleville,  Kingston,  Brockville  and  Corn¬ 
wall.  There  have  been  eight  courses  given  at  these  six  centres. 
Two  courses  were  given  at  Belleville  and  two  at  Kingston.  At 
each  of  the  other  centres,  one  was  given.  In  these  classes  90 
students  have  been  registered  for  credit.  And  in  Psychology  4 
at  Fort  William  and  English  2  at  Belleville  there  have  been  14 
auditors,  a  promising  development. 

We  have  by  no  means  worked  out  a  satisfactory  system  of 
tutorial  extension  classes  and  shall  have  to  give  that  important 
question  particular  attention  from  now  on. 

Miss  Healey  reports  for  the  Kingston  Film  Council 
and  the  Film  Library 

"The  work  of  audio-visual  education  continues  to  grow  both 
inside  the  University  and  without.  More  and  more  groups  are 
coming  to  us  for  assistance  with  visual  aids  for  planned  pro¬ 
grammes.  We  are  serving  an  ever  widening  area.  At  first  we 
confined  our  efforts  to  Kingston,  but  now  we  send  equipment  as 
far  as  Napanee,  Sharbot  Lake,  Lansdowne,  etc.,  and  films  from 
our  library  go  much  farther  afield.  We  have  a  regular  user 
from  Toronto  and  one  from  Long  Lake.  Operators  from  small 
towns  have  been  trained  to  use  the  projectors,  of  which  the 
Kingston  Film  Council  now  owns  three,  and  films  are  shown 
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regularly  at  Home  and  School  Associations,  Farm  Forums,  church 
meetings,  etc.  The  users  in  Kingston  continue  to  increase  and  at 
some  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  council,  films  have  been 
used  for  discussion  purposes.  Dr.  W.  D.  Hay,  Professor  Bruce 
Rose  and  Mr.  H.  K.  Hutton  gave  excellent  demonstrations. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Community  Programmes  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Education,  a  week-end  workshop  in  discussion  and 
projection  methods  was  held  on  March  11  and  12.  Dr.  Roby 
Kidd,  assistant  director  of  the  Canadian  Association  for  Adult

Education  conducted  the  section  on  evaluation  and  use  of  films 
and  Mr.  Ronald  Ward  of  the  National  Film  Board,  the  section  on 
the  mechanics  of  operating.  Fifty-two  people  from  Kingston  and 
district  attended  the  course  regularly  and  they  all  feel  it  should 
be  an  annual  event. 

The  Kingston  Film  Council  members  have  continued  to  be 
generous  with  their  services.  Films  have  been  shown  regularly 
at  the  two  old  people's  homes  and  the  two  orphanages  as  well 
as  at  the  women's  penitentiary.  The  volunteer  operators  give 
generously  of  their  services  to  assist  organizations,  both  large 
and  small. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Curran,  the  past  president,  has  been  instrumental 
in  arranging  for  a  series  of  foreign  films,  which  would  not  other¬ 
wise  have  been  shown  in  Kingston.  They  were  shown  to  the 
members  of  the  Kingston  Film  Council  and  a  special  showing 
was  held  for  student  members  in  Convocation  Hall.  The  titles 
were  Mayerling,  The  Forgotten  Village,  Russian  Ballerina,  Film 
and  Reality,  My  Father's  House  and  True  Glory .  A  number  of 
shorts  and  musicals  from  our  own  library  were  included  on  each 
programme. 

The  Central  Film  Library  for  Eastern  Ontario  is  located  here 
and  the  regular  and  directors'  meetings  of  the  Federation  of 
Film  Councils  of  Eastern  Ontario  are  held  in  the  Old  Arts  Build-

ing.  I  continue  to  act  as  secretary-treasurer  and  Dr.  Curran  as 
past  president. 

Last  spring  I  attended  a  meeting  in  Toronto  at  which  an  On¬ 
tario  Association  of  Film  Councils  was  formed.  Dr.  Curran  was 
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appointed  advisor  and  I  act  on  the  Board  of  Directors  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Eastern  Ontario  District. 

An  increasing  number  of  departments  in  the  University  now 
use  films  in  their  teaching  programmes.  We  bring  in  films  each 
week  for  two  departments  and  special  films  for  others.  Some 
are  shown  in  Convocation  Hall  on  the  auditorium  projector; 
others  use  the  portable  projectors.  Miss  Helen  Johnston,  the  film 
librarian,  does  the  projecting  in  a  large  number  of  cases.  Some 
departments  have  their  own  projection  equipment. 

A  new  combination  slide  and  film  strip  projector  has  been 
purchased  which  is  permanently  located  in  Convocation  Hall. 
The  projection  booth  and  all  equipment  located  in  Convocation 
Hall  is  under  the  control  of  this  department  and  Miss  Johnston 
does  most  of  the  operating. 

Film  strips  are  being  used  by  some  departments  and  one  de¬ 
partment  has  purchased  a  number  of  films  and  film  strips.  In¬ 
dividual  films  have  been  purchased  by  other  departments.  The 
economics  department  have  had  a  large  number  of  slides  made 
which  Miss  Johnston  shows  regularly  to  classes  in  Convocation 
Hall. 

We  assist  an  ever  increasing  number  of  student  organiza¬ 
tions,  both  with  films  and  equipment,  and  the  services  of  an 
operator." 

Rural  Services 

These  have  been  expanded  in  1948-49.  The  Department 
of  Extension  now  co-sponsors,  with  the  Federation  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  of  Frontenac,  Leeds,  and  Lennox  and  Addington,  a  weekly 
rural  review  over  station  C.K.W.S.,  from  October  to  March.  Miss 
Raymonde  Hollington,  of  this  staff,  prepares  the  script,  largely 
from  items  sent  to  her  by  district  farm  radio  forum  groups.  We 
can  see  good  possibilities  in  this  service. 

Our  Christmas  short  course,  for  rural  young  people,  was  a 
gratifying  success,  with  an  attendance  of  103.  On  December  28, 
29,  30  the  students  considered  different  aspects  of  two  subjects, 
the  business  of  farming  and  recreation  for  rural  groups.  This 
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annual  short  course  is  a  fine  and  improving  service.  It  is  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Department  of  Extension  and  the  Federation  of 
Agriculture,  with  assistance  from  Community  Programmes,  De¬ 
partment  of  Education. 

In  1948-49  I  have  had  many  reguests  from  rural  groups,  often 
to  speak  at  a  rally,  sometimes  to  be  on  a  planning  committee, 
once  to  arrange  for  some  junior  farmers  to  have  a  class  with 
Professor  J.  E.  Smyth,  who  gave  good  instructions  for  keeping 
farm  accounts. 

Other  Services 

It  has  been  a  particular  pleasure  to  be  guest  speaker  during 
the  past  year  at  several  teachers'  conventions  and  group  meet¬ 
ings  and  to  be  asked  to  discuss  curriculum  problems. 

In  1948  we  launched  an  experiment,  a  series  of  vocational 
talks  to  inmates  of  Kingston  and  Collins  Bay  penitentiaries.  We 
have  now  been  asked  by  the  assistant  commissioner  of  peni¬ 
tentiaries,  Department  of  lustice,  to  continue  and  extend  this  ser¬ 
vice.  The  schoolmaster-librarians  at  Kingston  and  Collins  Bay, 
H.  B.  Patterson  and  L.  W.  Orser,  are  working  with  the  director  of 
extension  to  establish  vocational  and  general  interest  talks  on  a 
permanent  basis.  We  can  probably  do  something  really  worth¬ 
while  and  are  anxious  to  do  it.  In  1949  talks  are  being  given  by 
Dr.  R.  H.  Hay,  Professor  C.  H.  Curtis,  Professor  K.  G.  Crawford, 
Mr.  A.  W.  Sirett  and  the  director  of  extension. 

The  department  has  assisted  as  usual  in  organizing  and  ad¬ 
vertising  many  events,  including  the  university  concerts,  a  fire¬ 
man's  training  school,  conferences  for  teachers  of  basic  English 
for  new  Canadians,  the  Monday  evening  popular  lectures  and 
the  forum  hours  of  the  United  Nations  Society. 

Adult  Education 

The  director  continues  to  represent  Queen's  on  the  Ontario 
Adult  Education  Board,  whose  functions  have  become  somewhat 
vague  in  the  past  year. 
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The  Department  of  Extension  is  in  close  touch  with  Com¬ 
munity  Programmes,  Department  of  Education,  and  the  director 
is  always  glad  when  he  can  be  associated  in  adult  education 
work  with  Earle  Webster,  district  representative  of  Community 
Programmes. 

A  sensible  pattern  is  emerging  in  Eastern  Ontario.  And  just 
as  we  have  taken  a  long  forward  step  in  our  rural  services  in 
1948-49,  in  1949-50  we  should  be  able  to  report  a  considerable 
advance  in  extension  work  in  urban  communities.  With  other 
adult  education  agencies  we  are  now  considering  the  whole 
field  and  our  individual  responsibilities  in  it. 

In  a  year  in  which  there  seemed  to  be  a  great  deal  of  illness 
the  department  of  extension  suffered  heavily.  It  was  a  deep 
pleasure  for  us  all  to  welcome  Miss  Healey  back  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  last  autumn  after  an  enforced  absence  of  several  weeks.  To 
her,  to  Miss  Andrews  and  Mrs.  Sands,  and  to  many  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  university  staff,  I  feel  especially  grateful  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  my  fourth  year  at  Queen's.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1949. 

Confronted  day  by  day  with  problems  of  housing  an  ex¬ 
panding  collection  of  books  and  periodicals  in  restricted  space, 
and  planning  new  library  services  within  limitations  imposed 
by  a  relatively  small  staff  and  a  fixed  budget,  the  librarian 
becomes  more  conscious  of  deficiencies  than  gratified  by  ac¬ 
complishments.  A  year's  retrospect  lends  some  measure  of 
encouragement.  By  the  cooperative  work  of  all  members  of 
staff  and  all  departments  in  the  library  much  satisfactory  pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  during  the  year. 


Improvements  to  the  library  building 

The  physical  appearance  of  the  library  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  complete  redecoration  of  the  walls  and  ceilings 
in  the  corridors  and  in  the  main  reading  room.  Throughout 
the  building,  all  window-frames  were  painted  inside  and  outside; 
repairs  were  made  to  roof;  the  entrance  doors  were  scraped  and 
varnished,  and  all  desks  in  the  reading  room  were  varnish- 
stained.  Since  much  of  this  work  had  to  be  done  while  sum¬ 
mer  school  was  in  session,  inconvenience  to  students  and  staff 
could  not  be  avoided,  but  was  accepted  without  complaint.  By 
the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  library  looked  bright  and 
attractive. 

New  storage  room  was  provided  by  flooring  part  of  the 
attic  space  above  the  vaulted  ceiling  of  the  reading  room.  To 
this  space  was  transferred  much  over-flow  material  from  the 
basement  stacks.  This  made  it  possible  to  shift  and  reorganize 
the  bound  newspaper  files  in  the  basement,  providing  shelf- 
room  for  future  additions.  Several  hundred  feet  of  shelves  were 
added  to  the  south  tower  and  the  reserved  books  room,  and  a 
twenty-four-drawer  steel  document  filing  cabinet  was  installed 
in  the  Lome  Pierce  room.  A  sixteen-inch  terrestrial  globe  on 
an  adjustable  metal  stand  was  added  to  the  reading  room.

Gifts,  loans,  and  benefactions 

Through  the  generous  benefaction  of  Colonel  R.  S. 
McLaughlin,  a  Canadian  historical  collection  valued  at  about 
ten  thousand  dollars  was  purchased  for  the  library  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  This  collection  of  primary  source  material  for  the  study 
of  Canadian  history  includes  autograph  letters  by  early  gov¬ 
ernors,  soldiers,  statesmen,  patriots  and  rebels,  a  manuscript 
blue-book  prepared  for  the  Governor  General  in  1845,  pencil 
drav/ings,  water-colors,  prints  and  portraits  of  historical  im¬ 
portance,  a  fine  group  of  early  maps  and  charts,  and  a  unique 
set  of  French,  English  and  German  proclamations,  posters  and 
official  orders  relating  to  World  War  I.  A  calendar  of  the  col¬ 
lection  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Twelve  packing  boxes  containing  the  papers,  reports,  me¬ 
moranda  and  other  records  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  are  now  in 
the  custody  of  the  Douglas  Library,  on  loan  from  Mrs.  O.  D. 
Skelton.  The  department  of  history  and  the  librarian  are  co¬ 
operating  in  the  task  of  classifying  the  rich  resources  of  this 
collection  for  purposes  of  research. 

Dr.  A.  R.  M.  Lower  presented  a  large  collection  of  illustra¬ 
tions,  including  photographic  reproductions  of  Canadian  paint¬ 
ings,  photographs  of  historic  scenes  and  buildings,  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  commerce  and  industry,  photostats  of  old  maps  and  many 
other  items  used  to  illustrate  his  high-school  text,  Canada — A 
Nation. 

Apart  from  these  major  donations,  over  900  volumes  were 
added  to  the  library  by  gifts  and  exchange.  It  is  not  possible 
to  list  all  the  names  of  the  236  donors;  our  grateful  appreciation 
to  them  is  recorded.  We  are  especially  indebted  for  multiple 
donations  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Brovedani,  Dr.  P.  G.  C.  Campbell,  Dr.  G. 
H.  Clarke,  Professor  Eric  Harrison,  Mrs.  N.  M.  Hay,  Mr.  J. 
Hutchison,  Dr.  M.  N.  Omond,  Dr.  Lome  Pierce,  Miss  Marion 
Redden,  Mrs.  R.  O.  Sweezey,  Dr.  Frederick  Tracy,  Dr.  R.  C.  Wal¬ 
lace,  the  Arab  Office,  National  Research  Council,  Service  d'ln- 
formation  Francois,  Swedish  Legation,  United  Kingdom  Informa¬ 
tion  Office,  University  of  California.  Mr.  J.  H.  Hamilton  of 
Kingston  contributed  one  hundred  dollars  toward  the  purchase 
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of  a  microcard  viewing  machine;  Dr.  Fred  B.  Millet  of  Wesleyan 
University  donated  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of 
books  of  poetry  by  twentieth  century  poets  who  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States. 

Important  acquisitions  by  purchase  include  fourteen  early 
Canadian  newspaper  files  microfilmed  by  the  Canadian  Library 
Association,  a  complete  file  of  Exerpta  Medica  to  which  the 
library  currently  subscribes,  an  almost  complete  file  (27  vol¬ 
umes)  of  History,  International  Index  to  Periodicals  1924-1946 
(7  volumes),  Lully,  Oeuvres  Completes  (10  volumes),  Mnemo¬ 
syne  (30  volumes).  Psychological  Abstracts  (21  volumes). 
Romania  (41  volumes),  Shakespeare's  plays  in  quarto  facsi¬ 
miles  (43  volumes).  Supplement  to  the  Library  ol  Congress 
Catalogue  (42  volumes),  Yale  Studies  in  English  (24  volumes). 

Order  Department 

Miss  Eleanor  Tett,  head  of  the  department,  reports  2636 
books  ordered  during  the  year,  excluding  books  and  periodicals 
ordered  for  Industrial  Relations  and  the  C.O.T.C.  Sixty-nine 
microfilms  and  four  photostats  were  purchased,  chiefly  for  re¬ 
search  students  seeking  material  through  the  inter-library  loan 
service.  A  total  of  424  volumes  were  obtained  on  loan  from 
other  libraries  (an  increase  of  76  over  1947-48)  and  91  volumes 
were  loaned  to  other  universities  (increase  of  24).  This  does 
not  include  almost  weekly  loans  of  books  and  periodicals  to 
the  Aluminium  Laboratories  Ltd.  Dr.  I.  H.  Jenks,  head  of  the 
publications  division  of  the  Aluminium  Laboratories,  writes: 
"We  have  found  information  available  at  Queen's  comparable 
to  that  which  we  generally  secure  through  the  National  Research 
Council.  .  .  .  We  should  like  to  thank  your  librarians  and  the 
University  for  their  generosity  and  courtesy  in  the  past  and  we 
should  like  to  offer  a  reciprocal  arrangement  with  our  own 
industrial  library  if  there  is  any  possibility  that  these  facilities 
may  be  useful  to  you." 

Increased  use  of  inter-library  loans,  an  index  of  expanding 
activity  in  research,  places  an  additional  burden  on  the  order 
department.  When  a  separate  periodicals  department  is  estab- 
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lished  in  the  near  future,  the  inter-library  loan  service  will  be 
transferred  to  this  department. 

A  major  problem  for  the  order  department  has  been  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  German  periodicals,  chiefly  scientific,  published 
during  the  war  years.  Our  former  German  agents  Brockhaus 
and  Harrassowitz  have  headquarters  in  the  Russian  zone  and 
are  hampered  by  export  restrictions.  By  establishing  branches 
in  the  American  zone,  they  have  been  able  to  supply  back 
orders  more  readily  but  still  with  much  confusion  and  delay. 
Two  other  dealers,  one  in  New  York  and  the  other  in  Amster¬ 
dam,  have  supplied  some  missing  issues  while  a  number  have 
been  secured  in  microfilm.  It  will  take  many  months,  however, 
before  our  major  gaps  are  filled. 

Book  loans  to  extramural  students  totalled  466.  There  were 
80  new  deposits  and  49  refunds.  Medical  exchange  periodicals 
were  received  from  90  libraries. 

Ten  shipments  of  books,  periodicals  and  newspapers  were 
sent  to  outside  binderies;  80  volumes  of  newspapers  and  711 
volumes  of  periodicals  were  bound.  In  the  library  bindery  789 
books  were  repaired  and  rebound,  122  pamphlet  covers  were 
made,  and  IS  hours  were  spent  in  repair  jobs  for  other  de¬ 
partments. 

Cataloguing  Department 

Miss  Jessie  Dyde,  head  cataloguer,  reports:  "In  addition  to 
the  regular  work,  as  shown  in  the  statistics,  the  cataloguing 
department  has  had  a  satisfactory  year.  A  beginning  has  been 
made  on  much  needed  revision.  The  catalogue  of  books  and 
music  in  the  music  library  was  revised;  the  reclassing  of 
Canadian  literature  in  the  stacks  has  progressed  considerably 
and  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  "see  also"  references  for 
the  main  catalogue.  In  September  when  McLaughlin  Hall  was 
finished,  the  catalogue  in  that  library  was  set  up  and  the  records 
changed. 

Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Kelley  and  Miss  King,  who  with 
the  two  new  members  of  the  department,  Miss  Busterd  and  Miss 
Porteous,  have  worked  faithfully  to  keep  the  work  going  through 
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steadily.  Our  projects  remain  incompleted,  but  if  the  staff  re 
mains  constant  we  have  hopes  of  accomplishing  some  of  the 
more  pressing  needs. 

It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  value  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  Catalog  of  Printed  Cards,  Supplement.  A  catalogue 
of  at  least  one  large  library  is  an  indispensable  tool  for  the 
accurate  working  of  a  university  catalogue  department.  These 
volumes  together  with  the  monthly  cumulations  have  helped  to 
speed  the  accessioning,  and  in  addition  will  raise  the  standard 


of  cataloguing  for  the  University.”

Department  of  Reference  and  Government  Documents 

Miss  Helen  Ireland-  head  of  the  department,  reports:  "In  re¬ 
gard  to  the  work  of  the  reference  department,  the  statistics  show 
a  total  of  2151  questions,  i.e.  500  more  than  the  previous  year. 
Of  this  number,  865  are  designated  as  Search,  which  means 
lhat  much  concentration  and  research  were  necessary  in  provid¬ 
ing  satisfactory  answers.  The  students  and  members  of  all  fac¬ 
ulties  have  consulted  the  department  frequently  throughout  the 
year,  and  again  our  inquirers  have  included  professional,  indus¬ 
trial  and  business  groups  in  the  city,  as  well  as  the  students 
from  the  National  Defence  College.  Our  reference  collection  is 
growing  and  the  recent  acquisition  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
supplementary  catalogue  will  be  as  decided  a  boon  to  this 
department  as  to  the  cataloguers. 

Government  documents  of  all  countries  have  been  receiving 
particular  attention.  New  shelves  built  on  all  floors  of  "the 
lower”  last  May  enabled  us  to  begin  this  general  and  long 
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overdue  housecleaning.  All  Canadian  documents  since  Confed¬ 
eration  were  re-shelved;  then  the  shelves  were  read  and  the  filing 
and  cataloguing  of  the  cards  revised  where  necessary.  Similar 
treatment  was  given  to  provincial  documents.  League  of 
Nations  and  other  international  organizations,  e.g.,  I.L.O.  And 
at  last  the  documents  from  the  United  Nations  have  their  own 
section  and  have  been  sorted  and  arranged  by  general  division, 
e.g.,  Economic  and  Social  Council,  General  Assembly,  and  Spec¬ 
ial  Agencies  such  as  International  Bank,  UNESCO,  etc.  The 
documents  from  foreign  countries  have  been  weeded  and  on 
the  advice  of  the  department  of  economics  only  those  with  a 
definite  historical  value  and  those  containing  statistical  informa¬ 
tion  have  been  retained. 

Another  project  undertaken  in  documents  this  year  has  been 
the  cataloguing  of  all  Canadian  documents  published  before 
18S7.  Most  of  these  have  been  identified  in  Tremaine's  Biblio¬ 
graphy  of  Canadiana.  This  undertaking  accounts  in  part  for 
the  increase  in  cataloguing  statistics  by  some  200  cards  and 
300  volumes. 

The  vertical  file  has  also  been  undergoing  a  thorough  re¬ 
vision.  Defunct  material  is  being  removed  and  subject  head¬ 
ings  brought  up  to  date. 

I  should  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the  conscientious  and 
efficient  service  given  by  the  assistants  in  this  department.  The 
professional  work  that  Miss  Edna  Hunt  has  done  for  us  in  the 
tv/o  years  she  has  been  here  is  unparalleled.  Her  departure 
at  the  end  of  this  session  will  be  a  severe  loss.  Miss  Ruth  Ives 
joined  us  last  July  and  is  responsible  for  the  clerical  work  of 
the  department.  Miss  Joan  Porteous  spends  three  half  days  a 
week  and  assists  with  the  cataloguing  of  government  docu¬ 
ments."

Reserved  Books  Department 

Miss  Melva  Eagleson,  head  of  the  department,  reports  a 
busy  year,  despite  a  decrease  in  total  circulation.  The  work 
of  the  department  has  been  handicapped  by  a  complete  turn¬ 
over  of  staff.  There  were  two  new  daytime  assistants,  Mrs.  Hall 
and  Miss  Waite,  and  six  men  students  who  have  served  in  turn 
at  night  desk-duty.  A  stabilized  staff  will  provide  more  efficient 
service.  More  use  has  been  made  this  year  of  the  microfilm 
reader,  and  of  the  facilities  in  the  faculty  reading  room.  New 
fluorescent  lighting  is  badly  needed  as  the  dimness  of  the  tung¬ 
sten  bulbs,  in  contrast  to  the  brightness  of  the  fluorescent  lights 
in  the  reading  room,  creates  a  severe  strain  on  the  eyes.

Circulation  Department 


Miss  Helen  Uglow,  head  of  the  department,  reports  a  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  borrowers  from  2369  in  1947-48  to  2197 
in  1948-49,  accounted  for  by  decreased  enrolment  in  the  univer¬ 
sity.  Nevertheless  the  total  circulation  of  books  decreased  less 
than  two  percent  and  329  more  books  were  borrowed  for  use  in 
the  reading  room. 

During  the  year,  direction  signs  were  placed  on  each  of 
the  book  stacks  indicating  the  classification  and  the  inclusive 
call  numbers.  Three  hundred  and  eighty-six  "dummies"  were 
also  placed  on  the  shelves  to  locate  books  shelved  in  the  read¬ 
ing  room,  the  folio  section,  or  elsewhere.  This  helped  to  sim¬ 
plify  the  work  of  the  stacks  assistants,  but  the  constant  changing 
of  these  assistants  during  the  year  retarded  efficiency. 

Mrs.  Ruth  MacLachlan  has  performed  a  particularly  valu¬ 
able  service  in  sorting  and  filing  the  manuscripts  and  letters 
in  the  Lome  Pierce  Collection  and  reducing  to  order  the  chaotic 
state  of  the  main  archives  collection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCIENTIFIC  RESEARCH 


During  the  war  most  of  our  research  laboratories  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  some  form  of  war  work,  and  little  fundamental  work 
was  done.  It  has  taken  a  long  time  since  then  to  equip  these 
laboratories,  but  this  has  at  last  been  done,  which  is  not  to  say 
that  the  purchase  of  further  eguipment  is  unnecessary.  How¬ 
ever,  we  have  reached  a  stage  where  we  should  begin  to  see  re¬ 
sults,  both  in  the  importance  of  the  work  done  and  in  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  papers.  This  has  already  been  accomplished  as  far  as 
some  of  the  laboratories  are  concerned. 

This  desirable  state  of  affairs  is  due,  in  no  small  degree,  to  a 
gift  to  the  University  from  the  Government  of  Ontario.  We  ad¬ 
minister  a  portion  of  this  grant  (Ontario  Research  Fund)  and  the 
members  of  the  committee  wish  to  express  their  deep  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  gift.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  National  Research 
Council  and,  guite  recently,  to  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario 
for  liberal  assistance  in  providing  funds  for  research  and  re¬ 
search  scholarships  for  our  better  students.  Funds  for  research 
and  for  special  scholarships  have  been  received  as  well,  from 
other  bodies. 

We  acknowledge  all  this  with  gratitude.  At  the  same  time 
it  must  be  said  that  research  has  become  so  vital  to  the  needs  of 
this  country,  but  yet  so  expensive,  that  universities  will  have  to 
depend  to  a  greater  degree  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  both 
relatively  and  in  total  amount,  on  external  assistance  of  this 
nature.  A  word  of  warning  is  necessary  in  this  connection.  It  is 
not  at  all  impossible  that  the  need  for  the  provision  of  funds  for 
fundamental  research  will  be  overlooked. 

We  wish  again  to  emphasize  the  need  of  more  technical  and 
other  types  of  assistance. 

Reports  of  research  laboratories  are  listed  below. 

Anatomy 

Dr.  B.  N.  Kropp  has  continued  his  work  on  trophoblastic 
growth. 
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Dr.  M.  W.  M.  Sloane  reports  that  a  paper  on  the  nuclear  con¬ 
figuration  of  the  dorsal  thalamus  is  almost  finished.  The  work 
on  the  origin  of  certain  nuclei  of  the  mid-  and  hind-brain  is  con¬ 
tinuing  according  to  plan. 

Bacteriology 

Dr.  G.  B.  Reed  reports  that  the  following  investigations  have 
been  completed  during  the  past  year  in  the  department  of 
bacteriology : 

(a)  Optimum  oxidation-reduction  potentials  of  growing 
cultures  of  several  species  of  bacteria  have  been  de¬ 
termined  from  the  point  of  view  of  growth,  metabolism 
and  toxin  production.  Much  more  rapid  production 
of  toxins  has  been  obtained  at  a  point  of  optimum 
potential. 

(b)  A  new  method  of  cultivating  microorganisms  on  cello¬ 
phane  surface  has  yielded  highly  promising  results. 

(c)  Successful  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  by  a  new  method  of  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  the  causal  organism. 

(d)  Slow  drying  of  microorganisms  in  the  presence  of 
ascorbic  acid  has  been  more  successful  as  a  method  of 
preservation  than  any  method  previously  employed. 

(e)  Preservation  of  microorganisms  in  peat  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  extended  to  the  legume  nodule  bacteria. 

(f)  A  detailed  study  has  been  made  on  a  bacterial  parasite 
of  the  codling  moth. 

Biochemistry 

Dr.  R.  G.  Sinclair  states  that  in  the  department  of  bio¬ 
chemistry  the  following  projects  have  been  continued :  the 
preparation  and  synthesis  of  various  pure  lipids  (Dr.  G.  S. 
Myers);  the  preparation  of  mustard  gas-lipid  compounds  (Mr. 
J.  Marcovitch);  the  nutritional  status  of  the  Eskimo  (Miss  C.  Mac- 
Adam);  and  the  acid-base  balance  and  lipid  content  of  the  blood 
(Miss  E.  Minovitch). 
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Biology 


Dr.  H.  W.  Curran  reports  that  at  the  Queen's  Biological 
Station  at  Lake  Opinicon  researches  have  been  carried  out  on 
the  following  subjects: 

(a)  Further  studies  on  the  movements  of  tagged  large- 
mouth  bass  in  Lake  Opinicon. 

(b)  Availability  and  population  study  of  largemouth  black 
bass  (micropterus  salmoides)  in  some  Rideau  lakes. 

(c)  Qualitative  plankton  check  of  Lake  Opinicon. 

(d)  The  relation  between  insect  emergence  and  bottom  de¬ 
posit  in  Lake  Opinicon. 

Dr.  R.  O.  Earl  has  continued  his  studies  on  forest  regenera¬ 
tion,  use  of  fertilizers  and  the  effects  of  vermiculite  in  tree  plant¬ 
ing  on  thin  soil.  Twelve  hundred  tree  seedlings  were  planted. 
The  tree  survey  has  been  completed  and  culling,  thinning  and 
pruning  have  been  carried  out.  Studies  were  begun  and  have 
been  carried  on  during  the  winter  on  sick  soil  in  which  all  plants 
have  died.  The  problem  of  seed  production  by  forest  trees  has 
been  taken  up  and  will  be  continued. 

Dr.  G.  Krotkov  has  completed  an  experimental  study  on  the 
acid  metabolism  of  McIntosh  apples  during  their  development  on 
the  tree  and  in  subsequent  winter  storage,  a  continuation  of  bio¬ 
chemical  and  physiological  studies  on  Canadian  apples  begun 
nine  years  ago.  Some  of  the  results  of  these  studies  have  been 
published.  Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  elucidation  of  the 
conditions  affecting  hydrolysis  and  synthesis  of  the  sucrose  in¬ 
side  living  leaves. 

Dr.  A.  S.  West  reports  that  significant  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year  in  investigations  of  insect  biologies 
(including  the  basswood  leaf -miner,  maple  leaf-cutter,  arctic 
mosquito,  sawfly,  spruce  budworm,  Tribolium  confusum),  of  the 
fundamental  relationships  between  bacteria  and  insects  (such 
as  the  housefly.  Drosophila,  codling  moth,  tent  caterpillar),  and 
of  bacteria  pathogenic  to  insects. 
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Chemical  Engineering 

Dr.  A.  C.  Plewes  has  studied  the  vaporization  of  pure  solids 
in  turbulent  air  streams.  The  rate  is  dependent  on  the  solid,  the 
air  velocity  and  on  the  shape  and  size  of  solid  objects  placed 
before  the  evaporating  medium.  Results  so  far  obtained  explain 
qualitatively  some  inconsistencies  in  published  chemical  en¬ 
gineering  data. 

Chemistry 

Dr.  G.  B.  Frost  has  continued,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  W. 
Rublack,  his  researches  on  the  dehydration  of  certain  hydrated 
salts  at  very  low  pressure.  A  product  is  obtained  which  appears 
so  highly  amorphous  that  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  pseudo-gas. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  such  an  amorphous  substance  has  been 
obtained  from  ionic  crystals  and  its  properties  experimentally 
determined. 

Dr.  A.  F.  McKay  states  that  Messrs.  Brownell  and  Bolker 
have  synthesized  a  series  of  substituted  bis  ( /^-chloroethy  1) 
amine  hydrochlorides,  which  are  under  test  for  toxicity  and  their 
effect  on  tumours,  this  test  being  carried  out  by  Dr.  I.  T.  Nathan- 
son  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  Other  studies  have 
been  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  Messrs.  Milks,  Park, 
Viron,  Rivington  and  Coleman. 

Dr.  L.  A.  Munro  states  that  the  investigation  of  the  difference 
in  protective  colloids  in  normal  and  cancer  patients'  sera  has 
been  extended  to  a  study  of  the  sera  of  normal  rats  and  rats 

i 

with  tumours.  Similar  differences  have  been  observed.  Work 
on  the  properties  of  inorganic  gels  has  been  continued. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Smith  has  continued  an  experimental  study  of 
the  factor  effecting  the  transfer  of  energy  in  collisions  of  the 
second  kind  with  special  attention  to  the  systems  involving 
sodium  atoms  excited  to  the  32P  state  and  unsaturated  hydro¬ 
carbons.  Some  preliminary  work  has  been  done  to  determine 
the  extent  to  which  decomposition  and  isomerization  of  certain 
unsaturated  hydrocarbons  are  photosensitized  by  excited 
sodium. 
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Civil  Engineering 

Dr.  S.  D.  Lash  has  commenced  work  on  the  ultimate  strength 
of  reinforced  concrete  beams,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  J.  Brison. 
Special  apparatus  has  been  designed  and  preliminary  tests  of 
materials  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  can  proceed 
fairly  rapidly  in  the  summer  of  1949. 

Professor  J.  D.  Lee  has  continued  his  work  on  filter  sands. 
The  end  of  this  project  is  not  yet  in  sight  but  the  results  to  date  are 
encouraging. 

Professor  R.  A.  Low  has  been  in  charge  of  long-term  studies 
for  the  Ontario  Department  of  Highways,  which  have  as  their  aim 
the  development  of  adequate  field  and  laboratory  tests  and 
methods  of  control  to  determine  the  physical  properties  of 
bituminous  mixes  and  the  correlation  of  these  properties  with  the 
type  and  characteristics  of  the  bituminous  binder,  etc. 

Geology 

Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce  states  that  research  work  in  the  department 
of  geology  this  year  has  been  somewhat  handicapped  by  the 
heavy  teaching  load  in  undergraduate  courses.  Dr.  Ambrose 
and  some  of  his  students  in  petrology  have  been  studying  cer¬ 
tain  gabbros  and  diabases  of  Northern  Quebec  and  a  dif¬ 
ferentiated  stock  in  the  Red  Lake  area.  Dr.  Macdonald  and  two 
students  are  investigating  possible  extensions  of  the  Glendower 
iron  deposits.  Dr.  Rose  is  completing  his  study  of  the  structure 
of  the  foothills  west  of  Blairmore  and  also  relations  of  the  Gren¬ 
ville  and  Palaeozoic  rocks  near  Verona. 

Dr.  Bruce  himself  has  continued  his  study  of  the  ultrabasic 
rocks  near  Lochalsh,  Ontario,  and  is  supervising  a  study  of  the 
gold  deposits  of  Talmora  Long  Lac  Gold  Mine  of  the  base  metal 
deposits  of  Sheep  Creek,  Slocan  District,  B.C.,  being  made  by 
Mr.  M.  C.  Robinson,  a  stratigraphic  study  of  an  area  in  Central 
Newfoundland  by  Mr.  M.  Hriskevich,  a  problem  in  correlation  of 
granites  by  Mr.  J.  McGlynn,  and  of  wall  rock  alteration  on  the 
O'Brien  Barchelor  Lake  Mine,  Quebec,  by  Mr.  J.  Koski.

Mathematics 

Professor  F.  M.  Wood  is  proceeding  with  the  study  of  the 
visual  tests  made  during  the  past  year,  in  his  work  on  "water 
hammer".  He  has  purchased  a  camera  specially  adapted  to  the 
oscillograph,  for  the  recording  of  future  tests. 

Mechanical  Engineering 

Professor  H.  G.  Conn  states  that  a  graduate  student,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Colborne,  has  been  working  in  the  heating  and  ventilating 
field  attempting  to  establish  design  equations  for  warm  air 
furnaces  of  Canadian  manufacture. 

Medicine 

Dr.  Malcolm  Brown  has  continued  his  investigations  of  the 
constitutional  and  psychological  factors  in  the  etiology  of  peptic 
ulcer,  with  the  aid  of  Major  Chalke,  Mr.  Poser,  Mr.  Peters  and 
Dr.  Bresnahan.  Work  on  the  role  of  haemolysis  on  secondary 
anaemias  has  been  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Mar¬ 
garet  Elliott.  With  the  aid  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Sinclair.  Dr.  Kuitinen- 
Ekbaum,  Miss  Claire  MacAdam,  Miss  A.  Anglin,  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  Dr.  Bruce  Cronk,  he  has  been  taking  part  in  a  long-term 
study  of  the  effects  of  a  cold  climate  on  man.  Interesting  results 
have  been  found  in  all  these  researches. 

Metallurgy 

Dr.  O.  A.  Carson  reports  that  recently  it  has  become  evident 
that  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  magnesium  —  zinc  —  zir¬ 
conium  alloys  is  both  necessary  and  important.  He  states  that 
there  is  little  information  about  them  in  the  literature,  due  largely 
to  the  difficulty  of  working  with  them.  Work  has  been  confined 
largely  to  the  magnesium  end  of  the  magnesium  zirconium  sys¬ 
tem  and  is  being  continued. 

Mineralogy 

Dr.  L.  G.  Berry  has  made  further  x-ray  studies  on  chromate 
and  tungstate  minerals,  also  on  the  new  mineral  robinsonite  in 
collaboration  with  Mr.  J.  J.  Fahey  of  the  United  States  Geological 
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Survey.  With  Mr.  J.  F.  Rowland  he  has  been  studying  methods 
of  hydrosynthesis  of  gold  and  silver  telluride  minerals  together 
with  an  x-ray  study  of  the  crystalline  products.  Mr.  T.  Podolsky 
has  been  making  similar  studies  of  Ag-Sb-S  minerals. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Hawley,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  S.  C.  Robinson, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Wark,  Mr.  H.  D.  Carlson  and  Mr.  M.  C.  Robinson,  has 

(a)  begun  work  with  the  spectrograph  purchased  from  funds 
made  available  by  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario;  (b)  traced 
elements  in  ores  and  rocks  from  mines  in  the  Kirkland  Lake  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  cobalt-nickel  and  silver  minerals  from  cobalt  ores,  and  in 
minerals  of  the  Sheep  Creek  Gold  Mine  in  British  Columbia; 
(c)  studied  minerals  such  as  pyrites  mica  and  feldspar  in 
various  mines  in  Ontario,  this  being  part  of  a  long-term  investi¬ 
gation. 

Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology 

Dr.  E.  M.  Robertson  reports  that  the  following  research  work 
was  carried  on  during  the  past  year: 

(a)  Mr.  E.  A.  Atack  completed  his  work  on  the  modification 
of  the  Guterman  pregnancy  test  by  pregnanediol  esti¬ 
mation; 

(b)  Dr.  A.  D.  Claman,  with  the  voluntary  help  of  Mr.  E.  H. 
N.  Lambert,  fifth  year  medical  student,  is  perfecting 
some  modifications  of  the  one-hour  male  frog  preg¬ 
nancy  test; 

(c)  Dr.  Robertson  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  work 
on  cancer  diagnosis  by  cytology  method. 

Pathology 

Research  activity  in  the  department  of  pathology  during  the 
session  of  1948-49  has  been  concerned  primarily  with  the  study 
and  correlation,  if  any,  that  exists  between  the  production  of 
antibodies  and  the  formation  of  tissue  lesions  in  animals  treated 
with  foreign  proteins.  The  work  has  been  performed  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  John  D.  Hamilton  and  Dr.  Chester  R.  McLean, 
assisted  by  Dr.  O.  Z.  Younghusband  and  Dr.  J.  D.  L.  FitzGerald. 
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Interest  has  centered  particularly  about  lesions  in  arteries  and 
kidneys. 

Pharmacology 

Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd  reports  that  differential  lipid  analyses  were 
made  upon  peripheral  and  central  portions  of  the  Walker  car¬ 
cinosarcoma  of  albino  rats  and  from  the  changes  observed  it 
was  suggested  that  this  tumour  passes  through  three  phases  of 
growth  at  approximately  the  end  of  one  week,  from  the  second 
to  the  fourth  week,  and  after  four  weeks.  Work  was  also  con¬ 
tinued  upon  expectorant  drugs,  evidence  being  obtained  that 
volatile  oil  expectorants  increase  the  output  of  respiratory  tract 
fluid  after  absorption  in  animals,  but  that  volatile  sympathomi¬ 
metic  amines  do  not  have  any  effect  upon  output  of  this  fluid. 

Dr.  H.  D.  McEwen  has  continued  his  study  of  the  changes  in 
composition  and  function  of  the  liver  of  tumour-bearing  rats. 
Significant  changes  have  been  found  in  the  water  content  of  the 
liver,  chemical  analyses  have  been  made  and  other  studies 
made  with  the  cooperation  of  the  department  of  pathology.  A 
study  of  the  pharmacology  of  the  rat  uterus  is  in  progress,  part  of 
it  in  cooperation  with  the  department  of  bacteriology. 

Physics 

Dr.  H.  M.  Cave  has  accumulated  further  materials  and  com¬ 
ponents  for  the  construction  and  testing  of  Geiger  counters  and 
for  high  speed  coincidence  circuits.  The  progress  made  has  been 
limited  by  preoccupation  with  other  things,  such  as  certain  as¬ 
pects  of  the  synchrotron  project,  which  have  taken  up  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  time. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  states  that  with  the  assistance  of  Messrs.  J.  R. 
Allen,  D.  A.  Bromley,  M.  F.  Duret,  D.  J.  Neil,  S.  Standil  and  G.  M. 
Wright,  work  has  been  done  in  the  following  fields:  studies  of 
nuclear  reactions  by  means  of  photographic  emulsion  and  the 
cloud  chamber;  (3  and  y-ray  spectra  with  the  aid  of  the  (3- ray 
spectrometer  and  absorption  curves;  the  properties  of  charcoals 
by  means  of  x-rays.  Circuits  have  been  built  to  study  beta- 
gamma  and  gamma-gamma  coincidences. 
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Dr.  J.  V.  Hughes,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Lavrench,  has 
been  engaged  in  the  construction  of  apparatus  for  the  accurate 
determination  of  the  dielectric  constant  in  air  at  microwave  fre¬ 
quencies.  The  electrical  part  of  the  apparatus  is  well  advanced 
and  the  vacuum  system  is  being  assembled.  Some  results 
should  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

• 

Dr.  D.  T.  Roberts  reports  the  development  of  a  detector  for 
the  study  of  nuclear  radiations,  which  depends  on  the  pulses  of 
current  produced  in  special  photocells  by  the  flashes  of  light  com¬ 
ing  from  crystals  in  which  the  radiations  are  absorbed.  It  has 
been  shown  that  this  type  of  detector  works  and  it  is  expected 
that  considerable  use  will  be  made  of  it.  Time  has  also  been 
given  to  a  study  of  certain  aspects  of  the  synchrotron  project. 

Prof.  J.  K.  Robertson  reports  that  Mr.  F.  D.  Smith  completed 
in  1948  a  series  of  observations  of  the  values  of  indices  of  re¬ 
fraction  of  surface  deposits.  Mr.  D.  Gibson  completed  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  circuit  for  the  production  of  microwaves  but  the 
intensity  of  these  waves  was  too  small.  The  loan  of  a  268 
radar  set  by  the  Defence  Research  Board,  however,  has  made 
it  possible  for  Messrs.  J.  Kenney  and  W.  Nixon  to  study  the 
discharges  in  gases  produced  by  microwaves  as  short  as  3  cm. 
in  wavelength,  with  very  interesting  results.  These  results 
should  throw  fresh  light  on  the  mechanism  of  these  discharges 
and  on  the  afterglow. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Watson  was  engaged  during  the  summer  of  1948 
in  carrying  out  a  series  of  current  measurements  on  a  line  from 
Sandy  Hook  to  New  York  Harbour,  this  region  being  of  special 
interest  because  of  the  possible  damage  to  fish  due  to  the  dump¬ 
ing  of  acid  wastes  from  chemical  plants.  Measurements  of 
currents  with  an  Ekman  meter  and  with  the  author's  current 
profile  recorder  gave  detailed  information  about  the  current 
pattern. 

Preventive  Medicine 

Dr.  J.  Wyllie  reports  that  a  sensitive  method  for  the  detection 
of  residual  chlorine  in  drinking  water,  using  the  enzyme  papain, 
has  been  developed  during  the  past  year  in  the  preventive 
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medicine  laboratory,  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  National 
Research  Council.  Recent  interest  in  the  occurrence  of  methae- 
moglobinaemia  in  bottle-fed  infants  led  to  an  investigation  of 
the  nitrate  content  of  some  rural  well  waters.  High  nitrate  fig¬ 
ures  were  obtained  and  suggest  the  need  for  a  more  extensive 
survey.  This  work  was  done  under  a  grant  from  the  Spankie 
Medical  Research  Fund. 

Psychology 

Dr.  B.  R.  Philip  has  studied,  with  the  assistance  of  Messrs. 
W.  Craig,  E.  Poser,  J.  Easterbrook,  and  the  Misses  Bews  and 
Wallace,  the  learning  process  in  code-typing,  the  Rorschach 
criteria  in  peptic  ulcer  patients,  etc.,  the  delta  effect,  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  melody  in  poetry  and  colour  discrimination  in  psy- 
chotics. 


Surgery 

Dr.  D.  L.  C.  Bingham  reports  that  the  following  clinical  re¬ 
search  was  conducted  in  1948: 

(a)  Three  experimental  talo-navicular  cuneiform  arthrodeses 
have  been  carried  out  for  the  treatment  of  spastic  flat  foot. 
In  all  three,  a  nearly  perfect  result  has  been  obtained. 

(b)  During  the  last  year  the  results  of  the  experimental  osteo¬ 
synthesis  by  means  of  the  intramedullary  fixation  have  been 
assessed  in  ten  cases.  The  results  to  date  are  more  than 
encouraging.  Clinically,  perfect  results  have  been  ob¬ 
tained. 

(c)  Experimental  denervation  of  painful  joints  has  been  carried 
out  on  four  cases,  one  of  the  elbow  joint  in  rheumatoid 
arthritis,  and  three  neurectomies  for  painful  osteoarthritis  of 
the  hip  joint.  The  results  to  date  have  been  encouraging. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Bradfield,  our  instrument  maker,  is  in  a  large 
degree  responsible  for  the  success  of  certain  researches,  due  not 
only  to  beautiful  workmanship  but  also  to  his  great  skill  as  a 
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designer.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  put  on  record  our  appreciation 
of  his  services. 

Finally,  the  committee  wish  to  thank  the  trustees  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  officers  of  the  University  for  their  continued  sup¬ 
port  of  and  interest  in  the  research  programmes  of  members 
of  staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 


The  number  of  requests  for  financial  aid  for  research  pro¬ 
jects  shows  a  slight  increase  from  previous  years.  The  com¬ 
mittee  has  now  been  able  to  secure  the  promise  of  a  fixed 
annual  appropriation  and  a  reserve  fund,  so  that  no  reasonable 
application  for  help  need  be  refused.  In  accordance  with  the 
system  of  rotating  membership  two  committee  members — Drs. 
Tirol  and  Trotter — retired  and  two  new  members — Drs.  Laird 
and  Edgett — were  elected  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  replace 
them.  The  following  information  has  been  received  regarding 
research  projects  that  are  in  progress. 

H.  Alexander.  My  translation  of  a  novel  by  the  contemporary 
Danish  author,  Martin  Anderson  Nexoe,  is  in  the  press  and  I 
am  engaged  in  making  an  English  version  of  seven  one-act 
plays  by  the  18th  century  Danish  dramatist,  Ludvig  Holberg, 
to  be  published  by  the  American-Scandinavian  Foundation. 

W.  Angus.  In  the  field  of  theatre  architecture  (particularly  for 
community  centres  and  schools)  I  am  making  a  contribution 
to  a  publication  in  Canada  and  to  another  in  the  United 
States. 

I  expect  soon  to  have  compiled  a  list  of  recommended 
one-act  plays  for  secondary  school  production,  with  special 
attention  to  Canadian  plays. 

J.  P.  de  C.  Day ,  Title:  The  Classical  Economics.  A  chapter  of 
scientific  thought.  Scope :  This  is  a  study  of  the  logic  of  the 
classical  (i.e.  Ricardian)  economics,  extending  from  the  rise 
of  the  school,  c.  1770,  to  its  fall,  c.  1870.  The  authors  consid¬ 
ered  will  include  Smith,  Ricardo  and  John  Mill,  and  probably  % 
a  number  of  secondary  figures,  such  as  Hume,  Rentham,  the 
physiocrats,  James  Mill,  Say  and  Senior.  It  is  emphasized 
that  this  research  is  being  undertaken  from  a  philosophical 
(i.e.  methodological)  standpoint,  not  an  economic  or  histor¬ 
ical  one.  It  will,  therefore,  include  a  consideration  of  the 
leading  interpretations  of  scientific  method  in  general. 

Purpose:  (1)  This  is  an  important  and  fairly  self-contained 
chapter  of  scientific  thought  which  has  been  neglected  by 
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logicians;  it  is  anticipated  that  important  lessons  are  to  be 
learned  from  it. 

(2)  This  research  should  illuminate  the  long-standing  con¬ 
troversy  regarding  the  supposed  antithesis  between  the  me¬ 
thods  of  the  natural  sciences  on  the  one  hand  and  those  of 
the  moral,  or  social,  sciences  on  the  other. 

(3)  It  has  a  certain  general  and  practical  interest.  A  chief 
reason  why  the  classical  economics  has  been  seriously  under¬ 
estimated  in  recent  times  is  that  the  logic  of  its  procedures  has 
not  been  understood.  Some  of  the  main  methodological  cri¬ 
ticisms  that  have  been  directed  against  the  school  will  be 
examined  in  this  study. 

A.  Edinborough.  An  investigation  of  the  Losely  Manuscripts 
now  at  the  Folger  Shakespeare  Library,  begun  at  the  Folger 
Library  last  summer  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Humani¬ 
ties  Research  Council  of  Canada,  and  continued  through  the 
winter  from  microfilms  made  at  the  Folger. 

The  manuscripts  are  full  of  material  about  the  Office  of 
the  Revels  in  the  time  of  Mary  Tudor  and  Edward  VI,  and  it 
is  hoped  to  reconstruct  from  them  the  production  details  and 
methods  of  staging  of  plays  presented  at  the  Court  of  the 
Tudors. 

V.  W.  Malach.  I  am  engaged  in  two  research  projects  at  the 
present  time:  (1)  an  article  on  Monthly  Outlays  on  Consum¬ 
ers'  and  Producers'  Goods  in  Canada  and  (2)  a  revision  of 
my  Ph.D.  thesis.  International  Cycles  and  Canada's  Balance 
of  Payments ,  1921-33,  for  publication  purposes. 

G.  Shortliffe .  I  should  like  to  report  to  the  Arts  Research  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  disposition  of  funds  allotted  to  me  for  research 
during  the  last  year. 

The  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  was  expended  to  secure 
the  services  of  Mr.  Gordon  Tracy  to  help  with  the  transcription 
from  microfilm  of  certain  literary  papers  which  I  discovered 
in  the  French  National  Archives  while  on  sabbatical  leave  in 
1946-47.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Tracy's  conscientious  assistance,  this 
task  was  completed  in  three  months  last  summer. 
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Because  these  documents  include  unpublished  material 
from  the  pens  of  Victor  Hugo,  Henri  Rochefort,  Edmond  Adam 
and  Louise  Colet.this  research  is  throwing  new  light  on  the  role 
of  these  literary  figures  in  the  events  that  followed  the  Prus¬ 
sian  siege  of  Paris  in  1870-71.  One  article,  entitled  Hugo's  In¬ 
tervention  for  Henri  Rochefort ,  has  already  appeared.  Another, 
drawn  from  unpublished  letters  of  Louise  Colet,  will  be  ready 
for  publication  shortly,  and  further  articles  based  on  this 
material  are  in  preparation. 

W.  E.  L.  Smith.  I  am  working  on  what  might  be  called  a  chap¬ 
lain's  account  of  soldiers  in  the  various  tensions  of  war:  their 
social  adjustments,  the  problems  of  morale,  the  part  of  re¬ 
ligion. 

Although  this  account  is  being  given  the  form  of  a  per¬ 
sonal  narrative,  it  is  intended  to  be  representative  of  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  army  chaplains  as  a  group. 

R.  G.  Trotter.  I  plan  to  use  a  year's  leave  from  university  duties 
during  1949-50  to  carry  forward  my  studies  of  the  coming  of 
confederation  with  a  view  to  publishing  a  comprehensive  his¬ 
tory  of  the  movement.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 


To  pursue  further  the  training  of  our  visual  capabilities  the 
art  department  has  lately  stressed  the  study  of  reproductions,  in 
all  forms  available. 

With  the  increase  in  the  purchase  of  material  for  illustration 
through  the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Helen  Fair  lie  and  the  addition 
of  reference  books  in  the  library,  it  has  seemed  wise  to  give  two 
years  to  the  study  of  the  rich  material  formerly  given  in  one  year 
as  Art  2;  that  is  the  period  from  early  Christian  to  Modern.  This 
being  established,  the  faculty  authorized  students  as  of  the 
session  1948-49  to  offer  the  three  courses  as  a  group  towards  the 
Pass  B.A. 

The  collection  of  slides,  the  most  important  equipment  in 
visual  education,  is  being  added  to,  every  year.  A  collection  of 
500  slides  of  ancient  art,  based  on  documents  from  the  University 
of  Chicago  was  purchased,  and  also,  a  representative  collection 
from  the  exhibition  of  painting  by  Lawren  Harris. 

The  programme  for  the  development  of  interest  in  leisure 
hours  is  growing  in  this  province.  The  studio  classes,  two  eve¬ 
nings  a  week,  provide  the  space  and  instruction  for  the  study  and 
practice  of  paintings.  With  the  increase  in  interest,  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  hold  the  spring  exhibition  of  the  Art  Association  in 
larger  quarters  downtown.  The  LaSalle  Hotel  put  at  our  dis¬ 
posal  an  excellent  exhibition  room,  where  the  public  was  able  to 
see  this  aspect  of  creative  work  done  in  leisure  hours. 

Andre  Bieler  and  Grant  Macdonald  have  both  contributed 
works  of  importance  in  the  Art  of  Canada,  this  year.  Mr.  Mac¬ 
donald,  among  other  works,  the  fine  illustrations  for  Stephen  Lea¬ 
cock's  Sunshine  Sketches ,  Mr.  Bieler,  the  large  mural  painting 
for  the  Shipshaw  power  plant  at  Arvida,  Quebec.  By  carrying 
on  this  creative  work  sometimes  in  the  studio  where  students  can 
see  it  in  progress,  the  art  instruction  is  made  more  alive  and 
gains  in  cultural  value.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


Highlight  of  the  year  from  the  material  point  of  view  has 
been  the  acquisition  of  our  new  Manning  radio-phonograph,  to 
replace  the  original  machine  of  the  Carnegie  gift,  which  has 
given  some  fifteen  years'  hard  service.  The  Manning  machine  is 
of  a  quality  to  give  us  the  full  benefit  of  our  record  library  and 
anticipates  several  probable  developments  in  commercial  re¬ 
cordings. 

The  Montreal  recorder  consort,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Kenneth  Meek,  Mus.B.,  gave  a  demonstration-recital  of  16th  and 
early  17th  century  music,  as  a  part  of  the  department's  plan  to 
bring  ''live”  music  to  the  students  as  opportunity  affords. 

The  major  production  of  the  Glee  Club  and  Symphony  Or¬ 
chestra  was  the  opera  Evangeline ,  the  libretto  by  Paul  Roddick 
(Arts  '51)  and  Don  Warren  (Arts  '51),  the  music  composed  by 
the  resident  musician.  Arnold  Edinborough  directed,  and  the 
sets  were  designed  and  painted  by  Martha  Jamieson.  The 
composer  must  at  once  congratulate  and  thank  the  members 
of  these  organizations  for  their  unremitting  labours  to  ensure  the 
*  success  of  this  production. 

In  the  second  term,  the  orchestra  performed  Haydon's 
Symphony  No.  97  in  C  Major,  and  the  Glee  Club  presented  the 
one-act  comic  opera.  Trial  by  Jury,  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan. 

The  university  concerts  series  presented  the  following 
artists:  Rosalind  Tureck,  pianist;  the  Toronto  Symphony  Or¬ 
chestra;  Uta  Graf,  soprano;  and  the  Vienna  Choir-boys. 

The  young  artists  series  consisted  of:  Giles  Lamontagne, 
baritone;  William  Armstrong,  pianist;  and  a  group  of  young 
singers  from  the  Opera  School  of  the  Royal  Conservatory  of 
Music  of  Toronto.  An  afternoon  performance  of  the  Toronto 
Symphony  Orchestra  was  attended  by  school  children  from 
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Kingston,  Gananoque,  Napanee  and  Sydenham,  and  school 
children  of  Kingston  attended  the  dress  rehearsal  of  Evangeline. 

The  music-room  in  the  Douglas  Library  is  open  each  evening 
for  general  listening  to  recorded  programmes,  and  for  certain 
radio  programmes  of  special  interest. 

The  activities  of  the  music  department  in  connection  with 
the  summer  school  are  stated  in  the  report  of  that  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DRAMA  DEPARTMENT 


In  drama  there  is  the  one  course  in  the  history  of  the  theatre 
with  practical  instruction  in  play  production.  The  major  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  department  is  extracurricular,  devoted  to  the  activities 
of  the  Queen's  Drama  Guild,  the  conduct  of  a  Secondary  School 
Drama  Festival,  and  cooperation  with  various  groups  seeking 
advice  or  equipment  and  facilities.  The  session  of  1948-49  has 
been  full  and  active. 

In  October  the  director  of  drama  presented  the  Earle  Grey 
Players  of  Toronto  in  Sophocles'  Antigone  as  adapted  for  radio 
by  Lister  Sinclair.  There  were  two  performances  in  Convoca¬ 
tion  Hall. 

The  Drama  Guild's  Shakespearean  production  in  November 
was  As  You  Like  It  performed  three  times  in  Convocation  Hall 
and  once  at  Glebe  Collegiate  Institute  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Ottawa  Branch  of  the  Queen's  Alumni  Association.  This 
was  the  guild's  third  annual  performance  in  Ottawa  and  the  fifth 
consecutive  Shakespearean  play. 

The  major  event  of  the  second  term  was  the  celebration  of 
the  guild's  fiftieth  year  of  continuous  activity.  This  was  con¬ 
ceived  some  years  ago  and  first  announced  in  the  spring  of  1947, 
when  the  guild  invited  Canadian  playwrights  to  submit  manu¬ 
scripts  from  which  a  prize-winning  full-length  play  and  one-act 
play  would  be  chosen  for  production  during  the  fiftieth  year. 
Thirty-five  plays  came  to  us  from  coast  to  coast.  The  Vise  by 
William  R.  Digby  of  London,  Ontario,  won  the  prize  of  $100.00 
for  the  best  full-length  play.  Sunstroke,  which  won  the  prize  of 
$50.00  for  the  best  one-act  play,  was  written  by  R.  J.  Munroe 
Scott,  Arts  '48,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  drama  class  and 
active  with  the  Drama  Guild. 

Sunstroke  was  read  at  a  meeting  of  the  guild.  A  performance 
of  The  Vise  was  the  culminating  event  of  the  celebration  which 
had  begun  with  a  banquet  in  the  Great  Hall.  The  speakers 
were  the  Principal,  the  Rector,  and  the  guild's  special  guest,  Ray¬ 
mond  Massey.  At  a  special  convocation  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  Mr.  Massey  who  then  ad- 
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dressed  the  assembly  Then  followed  an  historical  pageant  of 
fashion  which  displayed  many  of  the  costumes  made  or  acquired 
in  recent  years  by  the  guild. 

Many  persons  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  celebration. 
So  thorough  were  the  plans  and  so  efficient  their  execution  that 
no  detail  was  overlooked  or  overdone.  The  executive  of  the 
guild  under  the  presidency  of  F.  Wyatt  MacLean,  the  celebra¬ 
tion  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  D.  K.  Dale,  and  the 
corps  of  workers  gave  impressive  evidence  of  their  administra¬ 
tive  ability  and  their  training  in  organization.

Early  in  March  the  second  annual  Secondary  School  Drama 
Festival,  sponsored  by  the  department,  brought  six  competing 
groups  to  Convocation  Hall.  The  adjudicator,  Mr.  E.  H.  Winter, 
Arts  '42,  of  Oshawa  Collegiate  Institute  awarded  first  place  to 
Brockville  C.I.,  second  place  to  Peterborough  C.V.S.,  and  third 
place  to  Lisgar  C.I.  of  Ottawa.  Brockville,  therefore,  holds  for 
one  year  the  Milburn  Memorial  Cup  which  was  donated  by 
Belleville  C.I.V.S.  Director's  awards  for  best  actor  and  best 
actress  went  respectively  to  David  Blaisdell  of  Lisgar,  and  Betty 
Harris  of  Brockville.  Nineteen  teachers,  representing  twelve 
schools  in  our  region,  attended  a  meeting  during  the  festival  to 
consider  plans  for  the  future  and  word  from  five  other  schools 
expressed  interest.  Prospects  for  the  third  annual  festival  seem 
very  bright. 

Throughout  the  session,  the  radio  workshop,  a  division  of  the 
Drama  Guild,  operated  as  usual,  offering  the  students  some  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  arts  of  radio:  announcing,  speaking,  acting,  and 
others.  For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  Lome  Greene,  Arts  '37, 
offered  his  fellowship  in  radio  arts,  which  pays  all  tuition  fees 
for  a  year's  course  at  the  Academy  of  Radio  Arts  in  Toronto,  of 
which  Mr.  Greene  is  director.  The  student  recommended  for  the 
award  this  year  is  Edith  Shindman,  Arts  '49. 

Facilities  for  drama  were  improved  when  the  former  rifle 
range  in  the  basement  of  the  Old  Arts  Building  was  converted 
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into  a  costume  storage  room  and  workshop.  It  is  convenient 
and,  for  the  present,  adequate.  Play  production  year  after  year 
adds  steadily  to  the  equipment  and  to  the  stock  of  scenery,  cos¬ 
tumes,  and  properties.  Space  is  a  constant  need.  The  depart¬ 
ment,  the  Drama  Guild,  and  the  Faculty  Players  Club  continue 
to  add  to  the  equipment  and  to  share  the  facilities,  which  have 
also  been  in  demand  by  a  number  of  other  groups.

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REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


The  Programme  for  Men 

During  the  1948-49  session  all  freshmen  who  were  not  ex- 
service  personnel  were  required  to  earn  a  credit  for  physical 
training.  This  group  was  organized  into  ten  different  classes, 
each  class  having  two  hours  per  week  in  the  gymnasium  or 
swimming  pool.  Those  who  were  found  to  be  unable  to  swim 
one  length  of  the  pool  were  placed  in  instructional  classes  under 
Mr.  Albert  Gow,  the  swimming  instructor,  where  they  remained 
until  they  were  able  to  pass  the  freshman  swimming  test. 

The  gymnasium  classes  received  a  variety  of  physical  ex¬ 
ercises  with  the  stress  on  strength  building  and  recreation. 
Seasonal  sports  proved  very  popular,  and  class  basketball 
leagues  were  conducted  in  each  separate  group. 

Intramural  athletics  conducted  by  this  department  again 
proved  very  popular  and  the  Bews  Trophy  was  won  by  Meds. 
'52,  with  Science  '50  a  very  close  second.  In  certain  of  the 
tournament  sports  it  was  found  necessary  to  limit  entries  to 
25%  of  the  membership  in  any  competing  year.  It  is  estimated 
that  considerably  more  than  50%  of  the  student  body  is  taking 
part  in  the  intramural  athletic  programme.  The  following  tabu¬ 
lation  illustrates  the  extent  of  the  participation  during  the  past 
year:

The  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  have  been  used  to  the 
maximum  and  are  the  centre  of  organized  activities  throughout 
the  day  and  until  eleven  o'clock  each  evening.  The  intramural 
programme  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  F.  Edwards  is  out¬ 
standing  and  is  a  great  credit  to  his  untiring  energy  and 
organizing  ability. 

The  Programme  for  Women 

As  in  previous  years  the  programme  in  physical  education 
for  women  included  participation  in  intercollegiate  athletics,  in 
intramural  and  extramural  competition  and  in  reguired  activities 
for  all  first  year  students.  Additional  activities  included  the 
annual  presentation  of  the  aquacade  and  special  instruction  in 
figure  skating. 

1.  Intercollegiate 

The  tournament  style  in  intercollegiate  competition  was 
again  used  during  the  year.  Five  universities  participated  and 
one  activity  was  conducted  at  each  university  as  follows: 

(a)  Archery  at  McMaster  was  won  by  McGill.  Queen's  placed 
fourth. 

(b)  Tennis  at  Kingston  was  tied  by  McGill  and  Toronto,  Queen's 
third. 

(c)  Swimming  at  McGill  was  won  by  McGill.  Queen's  placed 
third  and  Miss  Helen  Currie  of  this  University  won  the 
ornamental  style  swimming  competition.  Miss  Currie  and 
Miss  Peebles  also  won  the  synchronized  swimming. 

(d)  Badminton  at  Western  was  won  by  Western  with  Queen's 
placing  third. 

(e)  Basketball  at  Toronto  was  won  by  Toronto. 

2.  Extramural 

The  Queen's  basketball  team  won  the  senior  section  of  the 
Kingston  City  Basketball  League.  A  total  of  four  different  teams 
representing  the  University  participated  in  this  competition.  In 
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addition  to  the  teams  from  Queen's,  there  were  fourteen  teams 
from  the  Kingston  District  in  this  league. 

Well  organized  leagues  and  competitions  were  conducted 
in  softball,  basketball,  hockey,  tennis,  swimming,  badminton, 
archery,  bowling  and  table  tennis.  The  year  trophy  was  won 
by  Levana  '51.  The  enthusiasm  exhibited  in  the  intramural  pro¬ 
gramme  was  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  phase  of  activity  will  be  extended  as  facilities  and  staff 
become  available. 

3.  Required  programme 

The  policy  introduced  last  year  giving  the  students  a  choice 
as  to  their  activity  for  the  season  was  repeated  again  this  year. 
Eleven  different  sports  were  included  in  this  programme  and  ten¬ 
nis,  basketball,  swimming,  badminton  and  volley  ball  proved 
most  popular.  It  is  regretted  that  it  was  not  possible  for  all 
first  year  students  to  complete  their  requirements  in  physical 
education  because  of  the  conflict  with  other  subjects.  It  will 
be  necessary  for  these  students  to  complete  their  requirements 
in  physical  education  during  their  second  year.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  utilize  facilities  to  the  maximum  so  that  the  re¬ 
quired  programme  for  the  first  year  may  be  completed  in  that 
year. 

The  programme  for  women  has  been  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Miss  Marion  Ross  who  has  been  ably  assisted 
during  the  year  by  Miss  Diana  Hawkins. 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  which  was 
established  at  the  commencement  of  the  1947  term  enrolled 
twenty-eight  students  in  the  first  year  in  September  1948.  This 
course  now  has  a  total  enrolment  of  sixty-two  students  in  first, 
second  and  third  years.  This  course  leads  to  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  (B.A.)  degree  (pass)  in  three  years  and  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  (B.P.H.E.)  at  the  end 
of  an  additional  year.  All  members  registered  in  this  course 
have  been  very  enthusiastic  and  have  applied  themselves  in  a 
serious  manner.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD  OF  CONTROL 


This  session  Queen's  teams  participated  in  the  following 
eleven  senior  intercollegiate  sports :  football,  hockey,  basket¬ 
ball,  boxing  and  wrestling,  badminton,  golf,  swimming  and 
water  polo,  tennis,  track,  harrier,  ski.  Intermediate  and  junior 
teams  competed  in  football,  hockey  and  basketball. 

Intercollegiate  championships  in  boxing,  badminton  and 
golf  were  won  by  Queen's  teams  whilst  the  intermediate  foot¬ 
ball  team  won  the  central  group  championship,  but  were  de¬ 
feated  for  the  intermediate  title  by  Ontario  Agricultural  College. 

Intermediate  and  junior  basketball  teams  playing  in  O.B.A. 
competition  topped  their  respective  groups. 

Very  creditable  results  were  shown  by  our  harrier  and  ski 
teams. 

The  senior  football  team  had  victories  over  University  of 
Toronto  and  McGill  and  finished  the  season  in  third  place. 

From  Queen's  a  handsome  trophy  for  intercollegiate  bad¬ 
minton  competition  has  been  provided  by  the  electrical  engin¬ 
eering  graduates  of  '48.  This  trophy  designated  the  "Col. 
Jemmett"  trophy  in  honor  of  the  chairman  of  our  board  has 
been  won  by  the  Queen's  team. 

Another  very  extensive  programme  of  intramural  athletics 
was  successfully  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Ed¬ 
wards  and  his  committee.  Medicine  '52  led  the  intramural  sports 
parade  and  won  the  "James  G.  Bews"  trophy. 

Levana  teams  were  again  creditably  represented  in  ladies 
intercollegiate  competition  in  basketball,  swimming,  hockey, 
badminton  and  archery  under  the  capable  coaching  and  di¬ 
rection  of  Miss  Ross  and  Miss  Hawkins. 

The  Jock  Harty  arena  has  been  open  as  usual  from  October 
on,  and  has  been  used  continuously  for  skating  and  hockey.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


« 

The  following  is  a  brief  report  on  medical  services  for  under¬ 
graduate  students  at  Queen's  University,  during  the  session 
1948-49.

The  scheme  for  the  examination  of  first  year  students  which 
was  first  put  into  operation  during  the  autumn  of  1947,  proved 
very  useful  again  during  October,  1948.  One  gathered  that 
those  examined  were  very  much  interested  in  the  interview  with 
the  university  counsellor  which,  of  course,  was  in  a  way  a 
psychiatric  examination.  Also  a  second  interview  was  arranged 
with  those  who  were  selected  as  needing  more  advice  or  investi¬ 
gation.  This  was  done  in  December  and  January,  1949,  and  was 
helpful  to  many.  Drs.  McCuaig  and  Scott  have  been  collecting 
information  on  this  aspect  of  the  examination  and  the  following 
is  Dr.  Scott's  report: 

"In  September  1947,  a  psychological  assessment  of  each 
freshman  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Homer  Mc¬ 
Cuaig  in  cooperation  with  the  routine  physical  examinations. 
There  were  74  cases  that  showed  evidence  of  emotional  in¬ 
stability  and/or  personality  disorders.  Of  these  74,  about  10% 
required  occasional  therapy  during  the  year.  Of  the  whole 
group,  50%  passed  their  examinations  without  supplementary 
tests.  In  addition,  25%  got  through  with  one  supplemental.  Just 
1%  failed  the  year  completely. 

"In  1948  a  second  survey  was  carried  out  on  freshman 
students.  This  survey  had  a  fewer  number  of  veterans  and  a 
greater  number  of  students  between  the  ages  of  18  and  20.  There 
were  about  120  cases  which  showed  mild  psychological  aberra¬ 
tion  and  these  were  reviewed  within  the  first  three  months  of 
college  training,  with  the  result  that  all  students  with  emotional 
instability  were  kept  under  reasonably  careful  supervision.  All 
psychiatric  emergencies  that  have  appeared  during  the  year 
1948-49  have,  without  exception,  been  previously  recorded  as 
suspects;  and  it  has  greatly  assisted  in  their  care  to  have  fairly 
complete  records  of  their  psychological  condition  on  admission 
to  university. 
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"It  is  felt  that  as  time  goes  by  the  whole  student  faculty  will 
have  had  the  benefit  of  psychological  assessment  and  that  the 
whole  programme  of  mental  health  will  be  on  a  well-conducted 
level,  so  that  no  accidents  may  occur,  such  as  have  been  seen 
in  the  near  past. 

"Great  credit  must  be  given  to  Dr.  P.  M.  Macdonnell  who  is 
responsible  solely  for  the  establishment  of  this  psychiatric  ser¬ 
vice  and  who,  practically  single-handed,  managed  to  get  it  ar¬ 
ranged  through  the  various  channels  of  the  University." 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Health,  which  was 
mobilized  at  the  request  of  the  Principal  in  December,  1948,  has 
met  on  two  occasions  and  has  found  several  projects  which  in¬ 
vited  investigation.  Committees  were  appointed  to  investigate 
accident  insurance  and  health  education.  The  study  of  acci¬ 
dent  insurance  did  not  seem  to  be  very  fruitful  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Health  Education  arranged  for  four  lectures  to  be  given 
to  the  first  year  students  during  the  first  three  months  of  1949. 
One  hopes  that  this  committee  will  be  able  to  improve  not  only 
the  medical  care  of  the  sick  or  injured  but  the  living  conditions 
of  students  who  are  unfortunate  in  their  choice  of  eating  and 
dwelling  places. 

The  attendance  at  sick  parade  hours  was  rather  small  dur¬ 
ing  the  autumn  but  showed  a  very  marked  increase  since  the 
first  of  the  year.  One  might  say  that  there  have  been  two 
epidemics  of  influenza — the  first  with  marked  intestinal  symp¬ 
toms  which  did  not  incapacitate  very  many  students  so  that 
hospitalization  was  necessary  but  did  occasion  a  considerable 
absence  from  lectures  and  a  second  epidemic  with  high  tempera¬ 
ture  and  headache  which  usually  ran  a  brief  course.  A  few 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  isolated,  consisting  almost  alto¬ 
gether  of  chickenpox  and  measles.  From  information  available 
no  case  of  infantile  paralysis  developed  in  the  undergraduates 
during  this  session.  There  has  been  a  real  shortage  of  hospital 
beds  which  has  meant  a  considerable  increase  in  house  calls 
either  to  see  a  case  of  influenza  which  had  appeared  on  sick 
parade  the  previous  day  and  had  to  be  sent  home,  or  to  see 
students  at  their  rooms  who  felt  too  sick  to  attend  sick  parade. 
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There  is  no  criticism  of  the  hospital  management  intended.  There 
is  a  constant  pressure  for  beds  at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital 
and  the  admitting  office  staff  and  everybody  concerned  have 
been  most  helpful  in  getting  accommodation. 

The  consultants,  especially  those  taking  care  of  the  surgical 
cases,  have  always  been  most  considerate  and  helpful.  It  is 
not  at  all  likely  that  the  undergraduate  body  realizes  how  much 
help  has  been  given  in  this  way — usually  without  remuneration. 

A  mass  chest  x-ray  survey  of  the  first  and  final  years  was 
carried  out  in  January,  1949.  No  cases  of  active  tuberculosis 
were  found  and  the  small  number  advised  to  report  in  three  or 
six  months  for  recheck  apparently  had  no  serious  chest  condi¬ 
tions.  This  is,  of  course,  a  very  good  record. 

I  would  like  most  particularly  to  thank  the  registrar's  office 
staff  for  their  most  helpful  attitude  and  cooperation  in  many  of 
the  projects  where  they  had  to  do  the  lion's  share  of  the  work — 
such  as  examination  of  freshmen,  arrangement  for  second  inter¬ 
views  with  the  university  counsellor  and  finally  the  staggering 
of  students  for  mass  chest  x-ray  survey.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUEENS'  UNIVERSITY  NAVAL  TRAINING 

DIVISION 


The  Queen's  University  Naval  Training  Division  had  at  the 
close  of  the  academic  year,  a  total  of  83  members.  Two  mem¬ 
bers  have  already  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Acting  Sub- 
Lieutenant,  three  have  been  recommended  for  immediate  pro¬ 
motion  and  two  more  have  been  recommended  for  promotion 
in  the  fall,  after  one  more  summer's  training. 

The  training  scheme  for  cadets  has  been  revised.  The  need 
for  this  was  shown  by  the  large  number  of  discharges  requested 
last  fall  after  the  summer  training  session.  All  of  the  men 
requesting  discharge  were  trained  for  a  period  of  two  weeks 
only.  Those  who  were  in  for  the  full  summer  were  considerably 
more  interested. 

There  will  be  no  change  in  the  requirements  of  one  full 
summer  with  the  navy  for  men  previously  attested.  However, 
all  men  enrolled  since  September  1948  are  to  put  in  a  minimum 
of  two  summers  training  with  the  navy.  The  first  summer  will  be 
a  general  introduction  to  the  service.  The  second  summer, 
however,  will  be  devoted  to  specialist  training  in  the  branch  of 
the  service  in  which  the  men  are  attested.  Likewise,  if  a  man 
elects  to  take  a  third  summer  with  the  navy,  he  will  be  given 
more  advanced  training  in  his  branch. 

Another  radical  change  in  the  training  scheme  was  intro¬ 
duced  this  year.  All  men  taken  into  the  U.N.T.D.  are  interviewed 
at  a  Cadet  Board  during  their  first  year,  where  their  fitness  to 
become  naval  officers  is  assessed.  If  successful  the  man  is 
promoted  to  the  commissioned  rank  of  cadet.  He  will  wear  a 
special  cadet's  uniform  of  navy  blue  battle-dress  with  an  offi¬ 
cer's  cap.  He  will  continue  in  this  rank  until  the  training  period 
of  four  years  is  complete.  On  completion  of  his  U.N.T.D.  train¬ 
ing,  the  cadet  is  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Acting  Sub-Lieutenant, 

The  training  programme  has  interested  many  men  in  the 
navy.  The  summer  training  programme  outlined  for  this  year 
appears  very  worth  while  and  has  aroused  considerable  interest 
among  the  cadets.  All  but  8  are  training  for  a  full  summer  this 
year,  most  of  these  at  the  West  Coast.

I  hand  you  herewith  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
of  Navigation  for  the  session  just  closed — the  thirty-fifth.  As 
had  been  expected  the  attendance  was  somewhat  better  than 
last  session  and  the  interest  was  maintained  at  a  high  level 
under  the  able  instruction  of  Capt.  George  Downey.

After  the  lapse  of  some  years  I  undertook  again  a  few 
lectures  on  weather  phenomena  as  they  affect  the  work  of  the 
sailor  and  also  on  magnetism  as  applied  to  the  compass  on 
steel  ships.  The  requirements  for  coasting  trade  now  demand 
a  knowledge  of  tropical  storms  and  I  was  able  to  prepare  a 
syllabus  to  be  used  in  this  and  other  centres. 

There  is  a  feeling,  whether  justified  or  not  I  do  not  know 
at  the  moment,  that  examinations  are  somewhat  softer  in  another 
centre  than  here.  One  man  at  least  went  to  that  centre.  Again 
the  unwillingness  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Commission 
to  grant  employment  benefits  to  a  man  who  attends  classes 
during  the  winter  is  imposing  a  hardship  on  some  men.  He 
may  have  such  benefits  if  he  does  not  attend  the  classes.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  injustice  may  be  corrected  before  another 
session. 

The  new  quarters  in  Ontario  Hall  have  proved  very  satis¬ 
factory  for  our  work. 

The  annual  eyesight  tests  for  pilots  were  held  at  the  school 
early  in  lanuary.  About  twenty-five  pilots  were  examined.  This 
is  a  test  which  must  be  taken  every  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  on  March 
10,  1949,  marked  the  termination  of  another  successful  year  of 
student  government  at  Queen's  University.  The  retiring  execu¬ 
tive  reached  the  culmination  of  a  period  of  service  to  the  student 
body  during  which  some  significant  changes  had  been  intro¬ 
duced  and  during  which  the  normal  routine  of  undergraduate 
business  had  been  carried  out  smoothly  and  for  the  most  part 
effectively. 

Mr.  Leonard  W.  Rrockington  continued  in  his  second  year 
of  his  term  of  rectorship  at  the  University  and  devoted  much 
time  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  student  body.  One  of  Mr. 
Brockington's  most  valuable  contributions  was  the  conception 
and  institution  of  the  Brockington  lecture  series.  The  first  lecture 
of  this  series  was  given  at  a  dinner  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the 
Students'  Union  in  December  when  Mr.  Gratton  O'Leary  of  the 
Ottawa  Evening  Journal  addressed  a  capacity  audience  of  stu¬ 
dents,  graduates  and  staff.  The  unqualified  success  of  this  in¬ 
augural  event  recommended  the  perpetuation  of  the  series,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  three  or  four  such  dinner  addresses  will  become 
part  of  the  annual  programme  in  the  Great  Hall. 

Early  in  the  fall  term,  Mr.  J.  E.  Wright,  warden  of  the  Union, 
was  asked  to  accept  the  honorary  presidency  of  the  society.  It 
was  significant  and  opportune  that  recognition  of  Mr.  Wright's 
many  services  to  the  students  should  be  given  at  a  time  when 
the  facilities  of  the  new  Students'  Union  were  becoming  avail¬ 
able.  These  facilities,  limited  though  they  have  been  to  date, 
are  fulfilling  a  long-sought  requirement  at  Queen's.  The  co-ed 
coffee  shop  achieved  immediate  popularity,  the  Great  Hall 
provides  an  appropriate  setting  for  special  dinners  and  banquets 
as  well  as  serving  admirably  as  the  men's  dining  halL  and  the 
office  space  made  available  to  the  A.M.S.  and  its  publications 
is  most  convenient  and  necessary. 

The  most  noteworthy  change  in  A.M.S.  organization  was 
effected  by  the  employment  for  the  first  time  of  a  full-time  sal¬ 
aried  assistant  to  the  permanent  secretary-treasurer.  This  ap¬ 
pointment  has  been  amply  justified  during  the  first  year  of  its 
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creation  by  the  increase  in  administrative,  publicity  and  liaison 
services  so  made  available  to  the  executive  and  to  the  society 
at  large.  The  permanent  secretary-treasurer  has  been  relieved 
of  direct  responsibility  for  a  large  number  of  purely  routine 
matters  which  he  has  handled  heretofore  at  great  personal 
inconvenience  and  which  have  made  unfair  demands  upon  his 
time.  The  increase  in  personal  services  has  been  matched  by 
the  long-awaited  opportunity  to  set  up  an  independent  A.M.S. 
office.  This  office  was  established  in  the  Students'  Union  in 
February  and  has  become  an  active  centre  of  student  interest. 

Much  of  the  society's  policy  in  the  past  year  has  been  formu¬ 
lated  in  committee  and  ratified  at  executive  meetings.  One  of 
the  most  important  and  most  serious  questions  so  handled  has 
been  that  of  Student  Health  Services.  A  special  student  com¬ 
mittee  was  set  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  office  to 
continue  investigations  instituted  in  1947-48  relative  to  Health 
Services  at  the  University.  %This  committee  has  recommended 
that  the  present  Student  Health  Plan  at  Queen's  be  discontinued 
and  that  a  broader,  more  comprehensive  insurance  system  be 
substituted  in  its  place.  This  recommended  change  of  policy 
was  endorsed  by  the  executive  and  approved  wholeheartedly 
at  the  annual  meeting.  The  committee  is  now  proceeding  to 
formulate  an  acceptable  insurance  plan. 

The  budget  and  finance  committee,  newly  formed  during 
1947-48,  began  to  fulfil  its  anticipated  purpose  during  the  past 
year.  Still  operating  on  a  flexible  trial  basis,  and  with  invalu¬ 
able  assistance  from  the  assistant  secretary,  the  committee  was 
able  to  keep  the  executive  more  accurately  informed  of  the 
financial  status  of  the  society.  The  year's  operation  has  indi¬ 
cated  the  desirability  of  some  changes  in  the  committee  per¬ 
sonnel,  and  once  these  changes  are  brought  about,  it  is  envis¬ 
aged  that  the  budget  and  finance  committee  will  be  duly  con¬ 
stituted  on  a  permanent  basis.  It  is  gratifying  to  note,  although 
financial  returns  for  1948-49  are  not  complete  at  this  time,  that 
all  enterprises  under  the  control  of  the  A.M.S.  will  apparently 
realize  a  profit  from  the  annual  transactions. 

The  campus  publications  sponsored  by  the  A.M.S.  have 
enjoyed  a  good  year.  The  Who's  Where ,  the  handbook  and 
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directory,  appeared  early  in  the  fall.  The  Journal  was  continued 
on  its  normal  bi-weekly  basis  and  was  generally  well  received 
by  the  student  body.  The  Tricolor  is  in  the  printing  stage,  and 
it  is  optimistically  anticipated  that  it  will  appear  in  circulation 
in  April. 

The  A.M.S.  has  undertaken  the  usual  programme  of  extra¬ 
curricular  functions.  Control  of  the  aquacade,  formerly  vested 
in  the  society,  was  given  over  to  the  Swimming  Club  under  the 
Athletic  Board  of  Control,  but  the  annual  Queen's  Revue,  erst¬ 
while  enterprise  of  the  Arts  Society,  became  an  A.M.S.  spon¬ 
sored  feature  in  1949.  This  same  revue,  produced  in  musical 
comedy  form  under  the  title.  The  Golden  Years,  was  a  triumph 
of  student  direction  and  creative  ability  in  February,  1949.  Sports 
Nights,  three  in  number,  were  staged,  as  in  the  past,  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  A.  B.  of  C.  Color  Night  was  a  most  satisfactory 
evening;  the  Great  Hall  was  ideally  suited  to  the  customary 
banquet  and  presentation  awards;  Grant  Hall  was,  as  usual, 
the  scene  of  the  final  and  all-faculty  formal. 

Special  features  of  the  year  included  the  inauguration  of 
the  Brockington  lecture  series,  the  A.M.S.  part  in  the  dedication 
of  McLaughlin  Hall,  and  the  annual  A.M.S.  lecture.  At  the 
opening  ceremonies  of  the  new  mechanical  engineering  build¬ 
ing,  Col.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  was  presented  with  an  A.M.S.  plaque 
in  token  of  his  appointment  to  honorary  membership  in  the 
society  in  recognition  of  his  contribution  to  student  welfare  at 
Queen's.  In  March,  Mr.  Robertson  Davies,  distinguished  Cana¬ 
dian  newspaperman  and  dramatist,  addressed  a  large  assembly 
of  undergraduates  and  staff  in  Grant  Hall  as  the  A.M.C.  lecturer 
for  1949. 

The  A.M.S.  court  was  fortunately  not  called  upon  to  exercise 
its  judicial  powers  more  than  once  during  the  session.  The  one 
exception  was  in  the  case  of  several  students  who  were  sum¬ 
moned  to  appear  on  charges  of  misuse  of  university  identifica¬ 
tion  cards  at  a  football  game  on  the  complaint  of  the  A.  B.  of  C. 
The  offenders  were  found  guilty  and  fined  nominal  sums,  a  de¬ 
cision  which  found  some  disfavour.  The  case  brought  to  light 
the  need  for  more  effective  control  of  student  admission  to  inter¬ 
collegiate  games  and  served  a  good  purpose  in  so  doing.  On 
two  other  occasions  the  court  was  called  upon  to  perform  non- 
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judicial  functions,  once  to  conduct  a  general  election  to  name 
the  A.M.S.  president  for  1949-50.  The  latter  occasion  was  brought 
about  by  the  failure  of  the  electoral  college  to  agree  upon  the 
selection  of  a  successful  candidate,  and  marked  the  first  time 
that  the  presidential  election  has  been  referred  to  the  student 
body  since  the  electoral  college  system  was  adopted  in  1944. 

Excellent  relations  have  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control,  particularly  through  the 
energy  and  enthusiasm  of  the  A.M.S.  athletic  stick.  In  the 
fall  term  a  referendum  ratified  certain  changes  proposed  in  the 
make-up  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  of  its  executive  committee. 
These  changes,  broadly  speaking,  placed  more  of  the  student 
representation  on  the  board  with  the  major  undergraduate  ath¬ 
letic  clubs,  and  while  they  produced  little  apparent  alteration 
in  the  student-staff-graduate  ratio  of  the  board  and  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  they  appear  to  have  produced  a  more  smoothly  func¬ 
tioning  executive  committee.  Equally  important  to  athletics  at 
Queen's  was  the  creation  of  an  intramural  athletic  council,  a 
predominantly  student  organization  under  staff  guidance,  and 
responsible  to  the  A.  B.  of  C.  for  the  organization  and  control 
of  intramural  sports.  This  well-conceived  and  long-required 
innovation  was  the  result  of  untiring  effort  and  perseverance 
on  the  part  of  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  society. 

Extra-curricular  activities  of  a  non-athletic  nature  were  as 
diversified  as  usual  and  in  many  cases  outstandingly  success¬ 
ful.  The  Mock  Parliament  completed  the  second  year  of  opera¬ 
tion  with  a  large  following  of  enthusiastic  participants  and  ob¬ 
servers;  interest  was  greatly  stimulated  by  the  decision  to  invite 
outside  political  figures  to  attend  the  sessions.  Each  party  was 
permitted  to  introduce  one  such  guest  at  the  session  during 
which  that  party  was  "in  power."  The  guests  were  not  allowed 
to  enter  into  student  debates,  but  were  given  the  opportunity 
of  expression  during  question  periods  which  followed  the  par¬ 
liamentary  business.  The  National  Council  of  Student  Veterans 
was  again  active,  especially  since  the  annual  conference  was 
held  at  this  University  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  Two 
members  of  the  Queen's  veterans'  committee  were  elected  to 
posts  on  the  national  executive  of  the  N.C.S.V.  for  the  coming 
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year.  The  National  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students 
was  treated  rather  disparagingly  at  Queen's  during  the  fall 
term,  and  only  observers  were  sent  to  the  annual  conference 
in  Montreal  at  the  New  Year.  The  observers  were  sufficiently 
impressed  by  the  conference  to  stimulate  an  upsurge  of  interest 
in  N.F.C.U.S.  among  Queen's  students  during  the  winter.  A 
very  active  committee  was  formed,  and  this  committee  suc¬ 
ceeded  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  obtaining  student 
sanction  for  Queen's  participation  in  N.F.C.U.S.  during  1949-50. 
The  Queen's  Drama  Guild  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
continuous  activity  in  February,  and  highlighted  its  celebrations 
by  the  presence  of  Mr.  Raymond  Massey.  The  Queen's  Gliding 
Club  was  awarded  the  ''Berkley  Roden"  trophy  by  the  Soaring 
Association  of  Canada  for  its  outstanding  activities  of  the  year. 
The  Bridge  Club  won  the  intercollegiate  bridge  tournament  at 
Toronto  during  the  winter.  The  university  bands  were  peerless, 
both  in  appearance  and  performance.  The  brass  band  finally 
appeared  in  its  new  Scottish  regalia  last  fall,  led  by  Queen's 
first  official  drum  majorette. 

The  Tricolor  Society  of  Queen's  University  admitted  nine¬ 
teen  students  to  its  membership  in  February.  These  included 
three  members  of  Science  '48  V2,  the  final  year  in  Applied  Sci¬ 
ence  which  graduated  in  September,  having  completed  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  its  courses  in  special  summer  sessions  since  1946. 

The  affairs  of  the  some  twenty-eight  hundred  members  of 
the  Alma  Mater  Society  have  been  controlled  during  1948-49  by 
a  rather  mature,  conservative  and  steady  executive  committee. 
Reflecting  the  high  percentage  of  veterans  now  enrolled  at 
the  University,  the  average  age  of  student  representatives  has 
been  greater  than  would  normally  be  expected,  and  there  has 
been  some  jocular  reference  to  the  "fatherly"  attitude  of  certain 
members  of  the  committee.  There  is  some  justification  for  such 
allegations  when  the  rather  startling  fact  is  revealed  that  six 
of  the  ten  male  members  of  the  executive  were  married  men, 
and  three  of  them  genuine  fathers.  In  this  one  respect,  the 
marital  status  of  its  executive,  the  A.M.S.  has  perhaps  established 
a  record  in  1948-49  which  will  stand  for  many  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 


The  value  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  was  never 
more  evident  than  during  the  months  the  University's  endow¬ 
ment  campaign  was  being  planned  and  put  into  operation.  All 
the  facilities  and  records  of  the  alumni  office  were  put  at  the 
disposal  of  the  endowment  committee,  and  a  close  liaison  has 
been  maintained  at  all  times  to  the  benefit  of  both  organizations. 

The  last  time  Queen's  conducted  an  endowment  campaign 
there  was  not  an  alumni  association  in  existence.  The  alumnae 
were  organized  and  had  been  for  years  but  there  was  no  organ¬ 
ization  for  all  graduates.  It  was  realized,  in  the  campaign  of 
1926,  that  an  alumni  association  was  a  necessity  and  accord¬ 
ingly  steps  were  taken  to  form  one.  The  General  A.lumni  As¬ 
sociation  has  operated  ever  since,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
graduate  body  and  the  University. 

Now,  when  the  University  is  in  desperate  need  for  funds 
and  the  time  has  come  to  launch  another  campaign,  there  is  a 
considerable  amount  of  machinery  already  set  up,  in  the  form 
of  alumni  branches.  All  over  the  country  there  are  groups  of 
alumni  organized  as  branches  and  all  are  playing  a  prominent 
role  in  the  present  campaign.  In  some  instances  the  branch 
executive  has  taken  on  the  details  of  the  drive,  in  others  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  executive  have  formed  the  nucleus  of  a  larger  en¬ 
dowment  committee.  In  all  cases  the  branches  have  been  of 
tremendous  assistance.  In  nearly  all  centres  with  a  heavy 
concentration  of  Queen's  graduates  it  has  been  possible  for  the 
headquarters  endowment  committee  to  get  in  touch  with  inter¬ 
ested  alumni  through  the  machinery  of  the  General  Alumni  As¬ 
sociation. 

And  the  General  Alumni  Association  has  benefited  from  the 
interest  stirred  up  in  the  endowment  campaign.  Branches  which 
had  become  inactive  as  a  result  of  the  war  and  which  had  been 
dormant  since  have  been  revived  and  reorganized.  New 
branches  have  been  formed  where  none  existed  before  because 
the  alumni  themselves  recognized  the  need. 

Among  the  new  branches  are  Noranda,  Quebec,  with  K.  D. 
Thomson,  B.Sc.  '42,  as  president,  and  Belleville,  Ontario,  wtih  A. 
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S.  Robb,  B.Sc.  '36,  president.  In  both  cases.  Principal  Wallace 
was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  organization  meeting.  Formation 
of  several  other  branches  is  now  under  consideration. 

Seventy-seven  formal  meetings  and  a  number  of  informal 
gatherings,  in  addition  to  endowment  meetings,  were  held  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  twelve  months.  Guest  speakers  included  the  Prin¬ 
cipal,  Vice-Principal  Mackintosh,  Prof.  H.  Alexander,  Dr.  A. 
Vibert  Douglas,  Dean  D.  S.  Ellis,  Prof.  A.  R.  M.  Lower,  Prof.  F. 
A.  Knox,  I.  L.  Sills,  E.  A.  G.  Collis,  Dr.  L.  F.  Grant,  Dr.  Charlotte 
Whitton,  William  Wren.  H.  J.  Hamilton,  Dr.  George  Gilmour,  Prof. 
J.  L.  Rogers,  Prof.  J.  C.  Cameron,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  D.  Matheson,  Dr. 
W.  E.  McNeill,  Arnold  Smith.  Dr.  E.  W.  Chamberlain,  Dr.  John

The  Montreal  Medal  for  1948  was  presented  to  the  Richard¬ 
son  Family  "for  meritorious  contribution  to  the  honour  of 
Queen's." 

The  Toronto  branch  donated  $1,000  to  the  University,  making 
a  total  of  $4,000  in  two  years. 

Ottawa  sponsored  a  production  of  the  Queen's  Drama 
Guild  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  thereby  giving  strong 
impetus  at  a  most  opportune  time  for  the  guild's  celebration  of 
its  50th  anniversary. 

The  Hamilton  branch  arranged  what  is  hoped  to  become 
the  first  of  an  annual  series  of  exhibition  football  games  with 
McMaster  University. 

Alumni  Statistics 

There  are  now  11.903  living  graduates  of  Queen's.  By  fac¬ 
ulties  these  are  as  follows:  arts,  6,689;  science,  3,110;  medicine. 
1,834;  commerce,  650;  theology,  101*;  honorary,  161.  Of  these,. 
642  hold  degrees  in  more  than  one  faculty.  The  number  of 
deceased  graduates  is  3,010. 


*This  figure  shows  only  the  number  of  graduates  who  received  the 
B.D.  degree  and  does  not  include  those  with  testamurs. 
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By  provinces  the  distribution  is  as  follows:  British  Columbia, 
406;  Alberta,  241;  Saskatchewan,  317;  Manitoba,  179;  Ontario, 
7756;  Quebec,  1,069;  New  Brunswick,  96;  Nova  Scotia,  83;  Prince 
Edward  Island,  13;  Newfoundland,  25;  NorthWest  Territories  and 
Yukon,  21.  There  are  1,040  in  the  United  States  and  236  in  other 
countries.  In  addition,  there  are  421  for  whom  addresses  are 
lacking  at  present. 

Membership 

The  paid-up  membership  at  the  end  of  March,  1949,  was 
3,292,  an  increase  of  414  for  the  corresponding  six  months  in  the 
previous  year  and  constituting  a  new  record.  At  the  end  of 
the  last  fiscal  year,  September  30,  1948,  the  membership  was 
3,174,  an  increase  of  16  per  cent. 

There  are  now  210  life  members.  Of  these,  twenty-four  joined 
within  the  past  year.  In  addition,  there  are  nineteen  who  are 
deceased.

Annual  and  Directors'  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  was  held  in  Grant 
Hall  on  October  8  as  part  of  the  university  reception  programme. 
Principal  Wallace  delivered  the  reunion  address,  outlining  the 
needs  of  the  University. 

Directors'  meetings  were  held  on  May  15  and  October  8, 
and  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  as  required. 

The  Queen  s  Review 

The  Review  was  published  monthly  during  the  year  with 
the  exceptions  of  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  September.  The 
magazine  carried  full  news  of  recent  developments  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  and  plans  for  the  future,  as  well  as  personal  items  about 
alumni,  friends,  and  benefactors.  The  major  news  stories  of 
the  year  included  the  endowment  campaign,  the  opening  of 
McLaughlin  Hall,  and  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Drama  Guild. 

Reunion  Programme 

Despite  the  fact  that  it  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to 
resume  the  set  schedule  of  class  reunions,  the  1948  reunion  was 
highly  successful.  The  official  reunion  was  held  October  8-10, 
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the  week-end  of  the  Queen's-McGill  game,  and  classes  which 
met  included  Arts  '98,  Medicine  '98,  Science  '13,  Arts  '23,  and 
Medicine  '28.  In  addition,  reunions  were  held  on  the  week-ends 
of  the  other  home  games:  Science  '23  and  Science  '28  on  Octo¬ 
ber  22-24,  and  Medicine  '38,  Arts  '46,  Arts  '47,  and  Commerce 
'48,  on  November  5-7. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Class  of  Medicine  '28  celebrated 
their  twentieth  reunion  by  pledging  the  sum  of  $5,000  towards 
finishing  a  room  in  the  new  Students'  Memorial  Union.  The  Class 
of  Science  '23  marked  their  twenty-fifth  anniversary  by  agreeing 
to  establish  the  Science  '23  Fund,  a  bursary  for  needy  students 
to  be  administered  by  the  University. 

It  is  planned  to  resume  next  fall  the  Dix  Reunion  Plan,  under 
which  specific  classes  hold  reunions  each  year  according  to  sche¬ 
dule.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  Students'  Union  will  be  com¬ 
pletely  ready  by  that  time  and  its  facilities  will  make  possible 
the  holding  of  numerous  class  dinners.  Several  classes  are 
already  making  plans  for  their  reunion  this  year. 

Alma  Mater  Society 

A  close  contact  between  the  Alumni  Office  and  the  Alma 
Mater  Society,  student-governing  body,  was  maintained.  In 
this  way,  the  work  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  publicized 
among  the  graduates  of  the  future  and  bonds  between  the  two 
organizations  were  strengthened. 

The  Employment  Service 

In  a  normal  pre-war  year  about  800  engineers  graduated 
from  Canadian  universities.  This  year,  with  3,200  scheduled  to 
receive  degrees,  it  was  predicted  that  there  would  still  be  work 
for  all.  Not  only  has  this  proven  to  be  true  but  once  again  there 
have  been  more  openings  than  there  were  men  to  fill  them,  al¬ 
though  the  difference  was  not  so  marked  as  during  the  past  few 
years.  In  the  fall  of  1948  Queen's  graduated  a  special  class 
of  146  engineers  and  these  were  quickly  absorbed  in  industry. 
The  demand  carried  over  into  the  spring  term  and  most  engi¬ 
neering  students  had  positions  long  before  they  wrote  exam¬ 
inations. 
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Employers  continue  to  visit  the  campus  in  increasing  num¬ 
bers.  Most  of  these  are  looking  for  science  and  commerce  stu¬ 
dents  but  there  is  also  a  considerable  demand  for  the  students 
in  other  courses.  In  some  instances  the  companies  do  not  par¬ 
ticularly  need  personnel  but  like  to  maintain  contact  with  the 
University. 

For  students  seeking  summer  employment  the  picture  is 
equally  bright.  Thousands  of  positions  are  listed  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Employment  Service  in  addition  to  those  produced 
through  the  Queen's  Employment  Office's  own  contacts.  There 
is  still  something  of  a  problem  in  finding  work  for  all  the  students 
who  wish  to  remain  in  Kingston  during  the  summer  months  but 
the  situation  is  not  as  bad  as  during  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

The  employment  office  continues  to  serve  the  graduate  who 
desires  a  change  of  position.  A  list  of  available  graduates  is 
kept  in  an  active  file,  together  with  lists  of  openings.  It  is  found 
that  the  office  can  be  of  most  service  to  graduates  who  have 
been  out  of  University  five  years  or  less  but  every  effort  is  made 
to  serve  all  categories.

The  fund  is  sponsored  by 
the  Alumni  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  in  the  financial  support  of  the 
University. 

(b)  The  objective  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  to  secure  capital  gifts.  Often  these  gifts 
are  restrictive  in  that  the  donor  may  specify  that  only  the  interest  from  them  and 
not  the  principal  may  be  used  for  restricted  or  unrestricted  purposes.  Ordinarily, 
these  gifts  originate  from  donors  of  large  means,  or  from  bequests. 

(c)  The  objective  of  these  funds  is  to  create  capital  amounts,  the  interest  from  which 
can  be  used  for  scholarships,  bursaries,  prizes  and  student  loans. 

(d)  The  objective  of  these  funds  is  to  secure  gifts  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of 
buildings  and  special  equipment,  and  for  the  financing  of  research  projects.
